S W|^^fore are there foure, and 
neith(^^re norfeyver ? 
M Beciufc there are three principal 
vermes, Faith, Hope, andCharitie, 
and Grace , nee eflarie to faluation. 
And fo, the Creede is neceflane for 
Faiths becaufe it tcacheth vs that 
wjiich we haue to beleeuej the Pater 
nofler, is neceflary for Hqpc, be- 
caufe it teacheth vs what wee haue 
tohopej the ten Commandements 
^re neceflarie for Charitie , becaufe 
they r<eac h y s what we haue to doe^ 
to pleafe God 5 the facraments arc 
neceflarie, becaufe they are the In- 
^;iiiments ofXjrrace t by which xhotc 
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ChriftianDbftrin^ , m 

▼ertues are rccciued and contented. 
S I would be glad you ftiouldgiue 
me fome fimilitude , to viiderftandc 
better, the necefsitie of thefe fourc 
parts of Chriftian do&rinc. 
jVl S.Auguftinc giueth vs the fimi- 
litude of a houfe' : for as to make a 
houfe ,it is needfull firft tqplaccith? 
fundation , then torayfe the waited 
andlaftofall, tocouer it #ith the 
roofe ,and to doe thefe thing* there 
are fame inftnimentsncceflarierfo to 
make in ourSoulesthe building of 
faluation,\ve haueneed of thefoun- 
dation of Faith 5 the walles of Hope; 
the roofe of Charitie^and the inftru- 
ments , which are the moft bolie Sa^ 
craments.

S I>Efore wee come vnto the firfl 

•'-'part of this doftrine , I wpilld 

fee glad you fhould giuc iuec ione 
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4 ChriftfanDoariae. 

tafte :pt thofc things which are to be 
beleeued , declaring vnto rntc in 
grofle and in fumnie , the mod ac- 
ceffariemyfteries that arc con tcincd 
intheCrcede. 

M You hauc reafoa, and fo I will 
doe. You muft theii know that the 
principall myfteries of our faith are 
two, and both two are conteyned in 
the blefsing that wee vfe to make 
with the figne of the holie Crofle. 
Thefirftmyfterie is the Vnitieand 
trinitieof God : the fecond is the In- 
carnatio & Pafsion of our Satiiour. 
S What meaiieth the Vnitic and 
Trinitieof God. 

M Thcfe are moft high matters, & 
by lirle and Ji tie are to be declared, 
in theprogreffcof this do&rine: but 
(or this tbc it fhallfufficeto learne 
the names, & to vnderftad fomuch 
as you may* The Vnicie of God fig* 
nifieth, that beftdes all things crea- 
ted , there i$ «mfi thin*e thai hath

not had beginning 3 but hath al- 
waitt been , and euer (hall bee , and 
jiath made all other thinges , and 
giaintaineth and gouerneth them, 
and is aboue all , nioft high , moffc 
noble , moft glorious ,mo(t potent, 
abfolutely Patfone of all thinges: 
and this is called God, who is one 
onely , becaufe there can not bee 
more then one true Diuinitie,that 
is to faye , one onely Nature and 
Edence , infinitely potent , Holie, 
good, and fo foorth. Yet notwitlu 
(landing this Diuinitie , is founde 
in three perfons, which arc called 
theTather, the Sonne , and the Ho- 
lieGiipft, which three perfons are 
one onely God , becaufe they haue 
the felfe-fame Diuinity and effence. 
As for example,if three perfons here 
in earth, called Peter,Paul,& Iohn, 
fliould haue one & the fame foul,& 
one & the fame bodie , they fhoiild 
be called three perfos,bejcaufe mi is

Peter, an other Paul 3 and an other 
John : and yet they fhould be one 
man onely, and not three men , not 
hailing three bodies, nor three fouler 
but one bodie and one foule. This is 
not pofsible amongft men , becaufc 
the being of a man is dererminat& 
limited , and therefore cannot be in 
many perfons.But the being pt God 
& his diuinitie is infinite. Arid there 
fore the felfe-famc being, and the 
felfe-fame Diuinitie of the Father, 
may be, and is found in the fonne, 
and in the Holie-Ghoft. There bee 
then three perfons, becaufc one is 
the Father,anothcr is theSonne,and 
thethird is the Holie-Gholl And 
yet they are one God onely, becaufc 
they haue the fame Diuinitie , the 
faqie being, the fame power ,wife* 
domejgooducsj&c * 

S. Tell me nojv what fignifyeth the 
IncarnatiS 5c Pafsio of our Sauiourf 
M You aire to know that thefecond 



Cbiiftian Doftriiie, * 
Diuine perlon , the which as wee 
hauefaid , is called the Son , befides 
his diuine being , which he had be- 
fore the world was created, yea from 
all eternitie, tooke the fleih & foule 
of man , that is to fay , our whole na- 
ture , in the womb e of a raoft pure 
Virgin , and fo hee who was before 
only God, came likewife to be Man. 
And after hee had conuerfed with 
men thirticand three yeares, teach- 
ing the way of faluation , and work- 
ing many miracles , intheende hee 
fuffered hrmfelfe to be nayted vpon 
a CroflTe , and on the fame dyed to 
fatisfie God for the finnes of the 
whole world : and after three daies 
he rofe from death to life , and after 
fourtie daics more , afc ended into 
heauen, as wee fhall fhew in the de- 
claration of the Creed e: this is the 
Incarnation and Pafsion of our Sa- 
uiour. 

S Wherefore arc thefe the principal 
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pfleriesff our Faith ? 
# .. BKaufc»theftft,iscontayn«d 

thcfilft beginning , and laftendcf 
mm: In the fecond , the ondy and 
moft efic&iatt meanestoknowthc 
firft beginning, and how to attame 
vnro thelaft end : & becaufe mbe- 
leeuing and tonfefsing thefe two 
tnyftenes.we manifeft our felues di- 
{linft from all the falfe Seaes of 
Gentils,Turkes, Iewes and Here- 
ticks: and laftly,becaufe without be- 
lecuing and confefsing thefe two 
mytterics, no man can be faued. 
S How are thefe my fteries contey- 
ned in the figne of the Crofle? 
M We make the figne of the Crofle 
when we fey : In the name 0f the Fa- 
ther, andof the Sonne , and of the Ho- 
lieGhofand tbatinthis forme,put- 
ang the right hand voder the fore- 
head, when we feye , JtttJie name of 
the Father: then vnder the breaft, 
whea we%,& ofthe Sonne: laftly> 
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ftDthclert fhwklervnto thetfght, 
when we fay, and of &e hok Ghoft 
And withatt the word , In the name, 
doethihewthe vnitie of God : be* 
caufe it is faid, in the name, and not 
in the names : & by the word name 
is alfo vnderftood the diuinepower 
and authoririe, which is one only in 
all the three perfons.Thefe words of 
tbeFathef, of the Sonne , and ofthe 
Holie Ghoft.doefhew vnto vsthe 
Trinitie ofperfons : The figning 
in forme ot a Crofle, reprefenteth 
vnto vs the Pafsion , and cohfe- 
quently , the Incarnation of the 
Sonne of God : the pafsing from the 
left flioulder to the right , and not 
from the right to the left, fignifyeth 
that by the*Pafsion of bur Sauiour, 
we are transferred fromiinne vnto 
grace, from tranfitoiie things vnto 
eternal!, from death to file. _

M Firftit is madeto jhew that wee 
«reChriftians,to wit, fouldiers of 
our chiefe Emperour Chrift,becaufe 
this figne is , as it were an enfigne or 
liuerie, which diftinguiiheth the fol- 
diers of Chrifl: , from all the enemies 
of the Holie Church :'to wit,Gentils, 
lewesTurkes & Heretiks : befides 
this figne is made to call for Gods 
he1pe,m all our works ::becaufe with 
this figne , the mod holie Trinitie if 
called to help by meanes of tht paf- 
/Ion of our Sauiour : and therefore 
good Chriftian* vfe to make this 
figne,when they arife from bed ,whe 
they goe to fleepe, and in the begin- 
ning of all other things , which they 
haue to dojfinally this figne is made 
toarme vs againfl: all temptations 
of the Deuili, becaufe theDiuel is a 
fraid of this figne ,- and flyeth from 
it, as malefa&ors doe,when they fee 
the figne of the officers ofluftice, 
and oftcn-times by meanes of thi* 
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CbriftianDoarine. *$ 

figne of the holie Crofle , a mart *s 
fcapeth many dangers, afWeillpiri* 
tuall as temporal,when he maketh it 
with faith and truft of Gods mercy, 
and of the merits of Chrifl our Sa«- 
uiour.

M Itmeaneth that we ought to be- 
leeue firmely } that there is a God,al- 
beit we donot fee him with corporal 
cies,& this God is one only,& there 
fore it is faid , in God, and not ltt 
Gods. And you muft not imagine 
that god is like to any corporal thing 
how great orfaire foeueritbe,bui! 
you muft thinke, that God is afpi- 
ritual thing,which euer was,&fore- 
Uer (halbejath made the wholcjfil- 
fcth the who!e,»ouemeth thewhole, 
knoweth & feeth euery thing , & fi- 
nally.what thing foeueris reprefen- 
ted vnto our eies,or vnto Our imagi- 
nation ,you muft fay >that this which

.$A Becaufe he i$ truly the Father 
of his onlic begotten Son , of whom 
we lhal foeakein the fecond article} 
and alfo becaufe heis the Father of 
al good men, not by nature but by 
adoption : and finally becaufe he is 
jthe father ot al creatures, not by na- 
ture, pr by ad option, but bycrcati-f 
Oil : as we JflNal fay hereafter in this 
iame article,, 

§ Wherefore is hecalfed Almighty t 
fA. Becaufe it is a proper title of 
God , and albeit God hath inanie 
proper ride^> as;eternal,infinite,vn- 
meafujrabl^ and others , yet in this 
place the moflfit is,that he is onsni^ 

Eptent , becaufe it may nocfeeme 
ard vnto vs to beleeue, thathee 
hath m^dcheauen and earth of no* 
*faing ? a* iatlieword^fi^lowingis 
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ddedlFbr that vnto hirti, who cair 
o al that he wil ,& thereby is ortin#- 

tent , nothing can be hard; And j£ 
youihould fay vnto me, G^lpatf 
not dye , nor firme, and th<?refbrpt 
fcmctbnbtthat he can do al things/ 
I would antwereyou, that to dyefcr 
to finne is not power but impo- 
tencie, as when itisfaid of amoft 
valiant foldier , that hee can ouer- 
come al, and thathe cannot b|oueri 
come of anient doth not fireiu^cata 
his force to fay, that hecvki$&h&6* 
uercome, becaufe that he can be ©- 
uercbme/is not ftregth but Weafcnes 
S What is fignified by Creatorf

ing them into fome other thBjg,»a 
Maifen cannot make a houfeof no- 
tjiing»but he mutt haue ftoncsjyme 
and wood : neither can he deRtoy it 
in bringing it to nothing, but into 
ftones,duft, wood,and fuch like : fo 
that God only is called & is a crea- 
tor, becaufe he only hath no need of 
any matter to make all things. 
S Why is he called creator of heaue 
and earths hath not God alfo made 
the ayre,the water, flones,trees,mcn 
and all other things.' 
M By heaucn and earth , is alfo vn- 
derflood , all that is in heaucn and 
earth , as he that faith: a man hath a 
fcodie& afoule, raeaneth alfo that 
he hath al things belonging to a bo- 
die, as veines, bloud,bones,finewei 
and the reft; & all things belonging 
vnto a foulej as vnder(tanding,wifiY 
tnemorie,internal and externalfen* 
f« , and the refi:fo that by heauen is 

vnder-

vnderftood the ayre wherebirds ;vlf 
» be & ail things aboUe , where the 
cl««dt & the ftars arerwberevponit 
I is faid,thebirds of heaue\the clouds

derftood al that is compafled by the 
aire,as the waters of the fea,& of the 
riuers, which are in the lower j>ai*«* 
of the earth,& alfo al liue cteat^^|. 
plants, {tones, mettals, and allxSf fief '. 
things which are found in the earth); 
or in the fear it is therefore faid , that 
God is creator of heauen & earth, 
becaufe thefetwo arctheprincipall 
parts of the world, the one abouejin 
the which the Angels remaine, and 
the other beneath, in which men do 
dwel, which arc the two moft noble 
creatures of all others, the which al- 
fo all others do fefue,as they are alfo 
bound to ferae God who hath made 
them of nothing , and placed then- 
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ChriftjaaDoftrine. 

The declaration olthe lecond Article/ 




( Eeiare vnto me now thefc-r 
cond article j what fignify- 
eth: And in lefus Chrift hisonely 
Sonne our Lord? ^ 

M The&mc God omnipotent, of 
whom wee haue fpoken in the firft 
article, Jbath one true and naturall 
Sonne, who is called lefus Chritt, & 
that you may fee in fome fort howe 
God hath begotten this Sonnej take 
the example of a lpoking-glafie,whe 
one doth lookc in a giatTe , prefently 
he produceth an Image of himfelfe, 
folike as no difference can be found 
in fo much as it is not onely like in 
ffiape , but in moouing alfo : for 
tharifthe man mooue, the Inw<»e 
wil alfo nioque, and this Image be? 
ine fo like , is not made by any 
labour , neither is it Jong in ma- 
king , nor with mflruments , but 
in a moment , and with one lookc 
onely . In like manner , you haue 

to 
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to thinke, that God beholding him 
felfe,with the eye of vnderftandmg, 
in the glafle or his Diuinitie, doth 
produce an Image moft like vnto 
him felfe. And becaufe God hath 
geuen vnto this Image al his otfhi 
iubftance& his owne'being ( which 
wee can not do in- beholding our 
felues in a glafle ) therefore that I- 
mageis the true Sonne of God , al- 
beit our Images which wee fee in 
glafles are not ourfonnes. Hereof 
youmuft gather, that the Sonne of 
God is God , as the Father, and one 
the fame God with the father , fee* 
jng he hath the fame fubfbnce that 
his Father hath : furthermore , you 
haue together that the Son of God 
is notyenger then his Father , but 
was alwaM as ; hisfather alwaies was 
becaufe he was begotten by Gods 
only beholding'himlelfe , and God 
hath alwaies "beholden him-felfe.: 
JLa%, you haue togeather, that the 
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Sonne of God was not begotten* 
with helpof a woman, nor in length 
of time , nor in delight of concupi- 
scence , nor any other imperfc&ion, 
becaufe, as it hath bin faid, hee was 
begotten of the Father alone, by the 
only beholding himfelfe, with the 
mod pure eye of his dimnc rndcr^ 
landing. 

S What doth it meane that this 
Son of God is called Iefus Chrift/ 
M This name of Iefus fignifyeth a; 
Sauiour , & Chrift, which is his fur- 
name , fignifyeth high Prieft and 
king of all kings, becaufe, as I haue 
*old you, in declaring the fignc of 
the Croffe , the Son of God fciecame 
man, to redeeme vs againe with his 
blood, & to bring vs to eternall fal- 
uation. And fo when hee became 
man,he tooke this name Sauiour, to 
fliew that he was come to fauc vs,<3c 
he was honoured by his Father, with 
the tide of Highcft Prieft , and Su- 
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Ckriftan DaftiiMv 
preamc King, for that Chrift doc 

Signify e all this , and hereof wee at* 
called Chriftians. ; 

S What is the reafbn that all mcrt 
take off their caps , or bowedowne 
when Iefus is named , which is not 
done toother names of God? 
M The reafon is-, becaufe this is the 
proper name of the Sonne of God* 
and all other names are common, 
and againe, becaufe'this name doth 
reprelcnt vnto vs how God hum* 
bled himfelfe for vs,in making him- 
fclf mam Therefore we for gratitude 
bow ourfclues vnto him, and not 
oncly wee men , but the Angels of 
heauen alfo , and the diuels of hell, 
doe bow to this name , the one for 
loue,and the other by force: for that 
God will , that all reafonable crea- 
tures do bowe vnto his fonneifecing 
that he hath abated himfelfe,for our 
loue to the death of the CrofTe. 
S Wherefore is it faide,that Iefus 
B-4 Chrift 
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tik Becaufe he hath created v$ , to- 
her with his Father ,and fo is our 
'Lfter and Lord as his Father is. 
And moreouer, for that by his tra- 
ueli and Pafsion, hee hath brought 
ys againe, from the captiuitieof the 
Diuci,as we ihall fay by and by. 

Of the third Article. 
S | T Followeth, that you declare 
Ivntome the third Article, what 
itmeaneth: who was concerned bf 
theHolie Ghoft , borne ©f the Vir- 
gin Marie:' 

M In this Article is declared the 
new and merueilous rnaner of the 
Incarnation of the Sonne of Goi 
You know, that all other men are 
borne of father and mother, & that 
the mother remaineth not a Virgin* 
after the concerning and bringing 
foorth of a childc. But the Sonne of 
God intending to make him fclfc 
Man,would haue no Father in earth 

box 
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[but a Mother onely : to wit, thet&r*. 
Ipetuall and moft pure Virgin Ma- 
ine , in whofe wombe the H<£ie 
Ghoft (the third perfon in Triniticv 
one and the fclfe-famc God with 
the Father and the Sonne)by his in- 
finite power , formed of her mofte 
I pure blood, the bodie of a moft per- 
feft childe:& at the fame time crea- 
ted a moft noble foule , ioymng it ~t© 
thefame bodie? all which the Sonne 
of God vnited to his owne Perfon* 
And fo Iefus Chrift that before was 
onely God,became man, who as hee 
is God , hath a Father without a- 
Mother , and as he is Man , hath » 
I Mother without a Father. 
S I would haue fome example or (i- 
militudeto vnderftand how a Vir- 
gin can conceiue: 1 

M The fecrcts of God muft be be- 
leeued^although they be not vnd'er^ 
ftood,becaufe God can do more the 
we caacafely vnderftand , & there- 
fore 






t#f CfctiftttnBoftriie; 
fore it is &id in the beginning of the 
Creed, that God is omnipotcnt.Y« 
third is a fit example in the creation 
of the world. You know that ordina- 
rily the ground doth not bring forth 
come ViileiTe it be plowed , lowne, 
waned with Time , & warmed with 
the funne,and yet in the beginning, 
when corne was firft brought forth, 
the earth being neither tilled nor 
fowne, watred, nor warmed ('and fo 
was a virgin in her kinde)fudden!y, 
by the only commandement of God 
almighty, & by his powre it brought 
foorth corne : euen fo the vnfpottcd 
wo;nbe of the B. Virgin Marie, 
without companie of man , at the 
only commandement of God,by the 
worke of the Holy Ghoft, brought 
foorth that precious corne t of the 
luring bodie,of the Sonne of God. 
S It Iefiis bee concerned by the 
Holie Ghoft , it feemeth that it may 
be laid, that the Holie Ghoft is his 
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Ckifti«iI>oftriBt* 
: ather,asheisman. • 

[SI It is not fo j becaufe to be a Fa- 
therms not fufficiet to makeathirig 
jut it is ncceilarie,thatit be made 
wfthc fubftanceof the maker : and 
kherefore we fay that the JMaifon it 
not the father of the houfc , becaufe 
hemaketh itof ftones.and not of hi* 
proper fubftance. So the holie ghoft 
hath made the bodie of the Sonne 
of God , but he hath made it of thi 
blood of the virgin,&not of his own 
proper fubftance : and therefore the 
Son of God ,is not the Sonne of the 
I Holie Ghoft , but the Sonne of God 
the Father ,as he is God,becaufe hee 
hath his Godhead of him : and he is 
the Son of the B.virgin ,as he is man, 
for that he hath mans flelh of her. 

S Wherefore is it faid,that the holie 
Ghoft did this worke of the Incar- 
nation:' Did not the Father ,and the 
Sonne alfo concurre therein * 
M That which one Diuine Perfon 

wor- 
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worketh, rhc other two works Tike, 
wife the fame, becaufc they haw 
one and the fame power , wifdomej 
and goodnefleryct notwitbftandingj 
the workes of power be attributed 
vnto the Father : thofe of wifdomej 
vnto the Son : & thofe of loue, vntoj 
the Holie Ghoft : and becaufc this I 
was a worke of the highcft loue of | 
God towards mankinde , it is there- 
fore attributed vnto the holy ghoft. 
S I would hauc fome example to 
Ynderftandyhow all the three diuine 
Pcrfons haue concurred to the In- 
carnation y and yet the Sonne is on- 
lie Incarnate. 

M Whe one man putteth on a gar- 
incnt,<SctWo others do help to doth 
him,three do then concur to the clo- 
thing of him, 5c yet one only is clo- 
thed : (ball the three diuine Perfons 
concur to worke the Incarnation of 
the Sonne of God , bur onely the 
Sonne is incarnate, and made man, 

S Wherc- 
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Wherefore is it added in th^arl 
tide: Borne of the Virgin Marie? / 
_ Becaufe in this alfo there is * 
range my fterie , that is , that the 
anne of God came foorth of the 
ombe of his Mother, at the end of 
_e ninth moneth , without paineot 
.jarme of his faid Mother , not lea- 
[uing any figne there at all : euen at 
jiee did when rifing from death he 
went out of the clofe Sepulchre,and 
whenhechtred and went foorthof 
the chamber, where his Difciple* 
were,the doores being fliut, & there^ 
vpon it is faide , that' the mother of 
our Lord Iefus Chriftwas alwaiesa 
Virgin,before his birth,in his birth, 
and after his birth. 

Ofthe fourth Article. 

Hat meaneth thatwhich 
followeth in the fourth 
articlet'HeefufFered vnder Pontious 
Pilate, was crucified,dead & buried. 
h% This Article con;eineth the mofl 

pro- 
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profitable myfterie of our redeinp- 
oon : and the fi«nrne is , that Chrift 
after he had conuerfed iii this v»rld 
about iartie three y cures, Sttl had 
taught with hit molt holy life , his 
doctrine and his miracles,the way of 
faluation , was vnjuftly caufed by 
Pontius Pilate (who was gouernour 
of Iewrie) to be whipped and naylcd 
yponaCrofle, vpon the which hee 
dyed, and by certainc holy men was 
buried. 

S Concerning this myfterie, there 
do occurre vnto me fome doubts, & 
Jdefireby you to be cleered of the, 
to the end I may be the more grate- 
ful vnto God for fo great a benefite, 
by how much I fliall the better vn^ 
derftandit.Tell me then,if Chrift be 
the Sonne of God omnipotent, how 
happened it, that he was notdeliue- 
red by his Father , out of the handes 
of Pilate i Or rather , if the fanie 
Chrift be God, wherefore t did hee 

not 
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i0t deliuer him ffilfc i 
_ Chrift could if hee would haue 
eiiuered himfelfe by a shoufande 
leanes out of the handes of Pilate, 
ea more , the whole world had not 
in able to do him any euil,if he had 
pot bin willing : and this ls.clearcly 
Ecene , becaufe he knew & foretold* 
vnto his Difciples , that the lewes 
would fecke to put him to deathi #c 
that they would whippe him , ftone 
him.and finallie kill him.Yet he did 
not hide himfelfe but went to mcete 
his enemies. And when they fought 
to take him , and knew him not, hee 
faid vnto them himfelfe , hee was 
that man for whom theyfou»ht:at 
which time alfo,they al falingfcack- 
wards as dead me,he did not depart 
thence as he might haue done , but 
expected & permitted themto reco- 
uer thefelues:& after,he fufFred him 
felfe to be taken, bound,& led like a 
tneckeLambe, where they would. 

SFor 
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W For What cau{cd!d€hriftibei| 
ing innocent (ufter him felfe to be | 
vniuftly crucified andflaiii c 
M For manic reafbns.But the prin- 
cipal reafon,wa$, to fatiffie vntol 
God forourfinnes. Foryouhaue to 
know that the offence isirieafured 
according to the dignitie of him 
who is offended: and contrariewife 
the fatisfa&ion is meafured accor- 
ding to the dignitie of him whp| 
floth fatisfie; as tor ex m>ple,if a fer- 
uant fhould geue his Prince a blow* I 
it ihould be efteemed a mod gree-l 
Uous offence , according to the 
greatnes of theprincerbut if a prince 
(houldgiue his feruant a bfovve, it 
were a ..final matrer,accordin£ to the 
jbafe eftate of the feruant. And con* 
frariwife , if a feruant take oflF his I 
xappe vnfohis Prince, it is but Ut*l$ 
cfteemed , but if the Prince ihpuyi 
take off his , vnto his feruant it wpul^ 
be a notable fowour , according to

thtrule wefpeake of. Now becaufe 
:hc firft man, and with him al we 
haue offended God, who is of fo in- 
finite dignitit , the offence did re- 
quire infinite fatisfattion: and be- 
Icaufe there was neither man nor 
Angel of fo great dignitie,thercforc 
the Sonne of God came, who being 
God and of infinite dignitie, & hac- 
kling taken mortal fleflvn the fame 
ficfh he fubmitted him felfe for the 
[honour of God to the death of the 
rofle, and fo fatisfied with hie 
aines for our faults. , 
What other caufe is there, for 
rhich Chrift would fufferfo bitter 
|a death?' 

To teach vs by his example, 
Ithe vermes, of Patience,Hunrjilitie r 
(Obedience and of Charitie : which 
|are foure vermes fignified in thS; 
bure extrcarne parts of theCroffe: 
becaufc greater patience can not be 
found , then to luifcf vniuftly fo 

C & 
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ignominious a death : nor greater 
humihue, then for the Lord of all 
Lordes , to fubmit; him felfe to be 
crucified betwixt tKieucsrnor grea- 
ter obedience, then to be willing ra- 
ther to die, then not to fulfil the 
commandement of his Father : nor 
greater charitie , then to yeeld his 
life , to fauc his enimies . And you 
muft know, that Charitie is more 
fhewedin deedes, then in wordes, 
& more in fufferingthen in doing. 
And fo Chrift , who would not only 
beftow vpon vs infinit benifits,but 
fuffer alfo,& die for vs,hath (hewed 
that he louethvsmoft ardently, 
S Seeing Chrift is God and man, 
as you faied before, anditferneth 
that God cannot fuffer, nor die, 
how do we then fay,that he fuffcrcd 

and died? 

M Chrift being God and man,can 
fuffer & not fuffer,die & not dierfor] 
in that he i% God , could neither fuf- 
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|er nor dierbut as he is man,hecould 
>oth fuffer and die : and therefore I 
>!dyou, that being God,hcewa$ 
iade man, to fatisfie forour finnes, 
uffcringthepaines of death in his 
10ft ho!ic fhlh; which he could not 
(aue done,if he had not been man. 
If Chrift haue fatisfied his Father 
>r the finnes of all men : whence 
iommeth it , that fo many arc dam- 
led, & that we haucneedc to doe 
ienance for our finnes .

If all men : butit is neceflarie ro ap- 

[liethis fatisfa&ionin particu!ar,to

ririkes : or becaufc they wilnotre- 
ceiue the Sacraments , as thofe that 
wil not be baptifed, or wil not con- 
fefle their finnes, or wil not do fuch 
penance as they can , for their fins, 
nor rcfolue to hue conformably to 
the law of God. 
S I would haue fome example, to 

vnderftand this. 

M Take the example of one, which 
ihould take great paines ,. and with 
fweate and labours fliould game fo 
much money , as were fufficient to 
payal the debts of this citie, and 
fhould put the fame in a bank, to 
the end it fliould be geuen viito al 
fuch, as fliould bring a warant from 
him : this man furely had fatiffied 
for al,fomucii as lietB in him: & yet 
imnie might remaine flrl in debt, 
for that they would not , either for 
pride,or for flouth,or for fome other 
caufc,demand his warant,and carie

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it to the bank,to receiuc the money. 
S What fignifieth , Hedefcended 
into helC and what doth hel fignifie 
in this placed 

m Hel is the loweft & deepeft place 
in this worldrto wit,the rrudle of the 
earth. And the Scripture in manie 
places , puttethheauenaseppofite 
vntohel , asthehigheft place vnto 
the loweft . But in this depth of the 
earth , there are foure , as it were f 
great caues : one for the damned, 
Iwhich is the deepefl of al * and fo it 
lis agreable, that the proud Diuels, 
[and the men which imitate them, 
e in the loweft place , and furtheft 
:om heauen that can be. In the fe- 
ond caue, which is fomethin* 
igher,are thofe foules, which ftrf- 
the paines of Purgatoric. In the 
hird , which is yet higher, are the 
»ules of thofe children, that die 
ith out Baptifme, who do not filt- 
er torments of fire , but oncly the 
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perpetual! priuation ot eternallfcll- 
city.In thetburth,whichis the high- 
eft, remained the feules of the Pa- 
triarchs, Prophets , and other Holic 
men,that dyed before the commmg 
ofChrift}foralbeit,chofeholyfoules 

had not any thing to be purged , y« 
they could not enter into glory, be- 
fore Chrift by his death had ope- 
ned the gate of eternal life: & there- 
fore they remained in that higher 
place, called, the place of holy F*A 
tbers , otherwife Abrahams bofms\ 
where they differed no paines at all, 
but enjoyed a fwcete repofe, expec- 
ting the comming of our Lord with 
£reat joy. And fo we read in the Go- 
fpcl,that the toule of that poorebeg- 1 
ear Lazarus, was carried by an An- 
gell to reft in the bofome of Abra- 
ham, wher^hee was fcene by thel 
rich glutton, who burning in flarnejl 
of hell , icaft vp his eyes, and faw La- 
zarus in a fane higher placc,remay 

ninr 
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fling in great joy and confoUrion, 
enjoying the fruits of his former pa- 
tience. 

S Into which of thefe foure partes 
of Hell.did Chrift defcend.after hi« 
death? 

M There is no doubt, but hee de- 
fended into the place of holy Fa- 
thers , and fuddainely made them 
blefTed , & after led the with him in 
to the kingdome of heaue:He made 
himfelfe alfo feene vnto all the other 
parts of hell , terrifying the Diu els, 
as a victorious Triumpher : threat- 
ning the damned , as a fuprcam« 
Iudoe ; comforting the foules in 
Purgatorie , as their Aduocate and 
deliucrer. So that Chrift defcended 
into Hell, as a King vfeth fome- 
times to repairc inteprifons to vifite 
prifoners , and to flicw fauour f 
whom it pleafeth him. 
S If Chrift was dead,& hisbody did 
lye in the fepulchre, then he did not 

C4 wWIf 
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whollie defcend into hell, but onely 

the foule of Chrift : and how is ir 

then faid,that Chrift defcended in- 
to helfc' 

M Death had force to feparatethe 
foule of Chrift from his body, but it 
could not feparate either the foule* 
or the bodic from the Diuine perfon 
of the fame Chrift. And therefore 
webelceue that the Diuine perfon 
of Chrift , remained with his bodie, 
in the fepulcre,& that thefame per- 
fon defeeded with his foule into hel.

M He remained four tie dayes, ai 
you may confider,by numbringthe 
dayes , betwixt the feafts of his Re- 
fure&ion, and Afcenfion.And thp 
reafonofhisfo long flay was, be- 

cauit 
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, caufehe would,with manie& diuein 
apparitions, eftablifli the Myfteric 
©f his mod true Refurre&ion . For 
that the fame feemethasitwere the 
mod hard. And he that beleeucth it, 
hath no difficult! e to beleeue the 
refLForhe thatrifeth, was certainly 
dead before: And he that was 6ead } 
was firfl borne: And fb he that be- 
leueth the Refurre&ion of Chrift, 
findeth no labour in beleeuing his 
cfeath,and natiuitie . And hkewife, 
for Co much as the earth is not a 
conuenient place for glorious bo- 
dies, but heauen, therefore he that 
beleueth the Refurre&jon of our Sa- 
uiouir , can eafely beleeue his going 
*p into heauen. 

S I would know the caufe, where- 
fore it is faid , that Chnft went vp 
into heauen, and of hisnioftholie 
Mother it is faid, that fliewasaf- 
fumpted,or taken vp into heaucn,& 
not that ihe afcended , or went vpf 

M Tht 
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The reafori is cafie . For that 
thrift being God andman,wentvp 
no -heauen , by H; owne powre , at 
ie alfb rofe by his owi e powre. But 
lis Mother, who is a meere creature 
though moft worchie amongft all o- 
thers,was rayfed from death.and af- 
furapted vnto the kmgdome of hea- 
ven, not by her owne power, but by 
the power of God. 

Whatmeaneth. Hefittethatthe 
right hand of God the Father Al- 
n stake* 

You raufi not imagine, that that 
: athcr is on the left-hande of the 
mne:nor that theFather is in mid- 
left, hauing his Sonne on the right- 
[hand > and theHolie-Gbofton the 
left corporally. For as well the Fa- 
ther as the Soijnc , according to hit 
Jod -head , and the Holie Ghoft,are 
jcuery where. Neither can it be pro- 
perly faid , that one is on the right- 
Ihand of another: but to bee at the 

ri^he 
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mhthandin this article , fignificth 
to be in equal height , glorie , and 
maieftie : becaufe when one is tide 
by fide of an other, one is not high- 
er, nor lower then the other. And to 
vnderftand this maner of fpeach, 
the hohe Scripture in the Pfa'.me 
109. which begmneth: Dixit !>«* 
mtntts Domino meo : &c. doth once 
faye, that the Sonne donh fitte at 
the right hand or the Father:and an 
otherlirae taith, that the Father is 
at tie right hand of the Sonne: m- 
ftrualii« vs,that they are in deed in 
equal height : as we hauefaid . So 
thatChriiV, when he went vp into 
heaueu , afcended aboue all the 
Quyars and orders of the Angels ,& 
or the bleifed foules. which he can- 
ed with htm,5cariued vnto the high 
throne of God, and there (hyed,not 
going aboue his Father , neither rc- 
mayning vnder him , but refting

Seeing Chnllis God and man , I 
ould know, if he fit at the right 
iand of the Father, as he is God 011- 
|ie, or as he is alfo man? 
A Chrift as he is God , is equal to 
he Father , as he is man , he is leffe 
hen the Fatbenyet for fo much , as 

hrift God and man , are not two 

hnftcs, nor two perfons , but one 

Jhnftonclie, and one perfon onhc: 

jhcrefore it is faide, that Chnft God 

nd inan,fitteth at the right hand of 

he Father.

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M Itfhalbe at the tnd of the world; 
For you are to vndciftand , that 
this world is tohauc an end, and to 
bee deftroied with an inundation 
of fire: which wil burnc all thinges 
vpon the earth . And there ihal be 
no more dayes,nor nights,npr Ma- 
nages, nor mdrchandile , ofahie of 
thelethings,whichyounow fee. So 
that, in the laft day of this world, 
which no man can know,how neerc 
itis, nor how long hence,Chnft wil 
come downe from hcau en, tomake 
the general Iudgment . And thefe 
words, From thence he fhalcottic, 
do forewarne vs, not to bcleeue anie 
that ihal cal him fclfe Chrift, or that- 
Would deceiue vs, as Antichrift wil 
endeuour to do , towards the end of 
the world .

doubt,whether it be he or no. Like 
as when the Sun rifeth , it commeth 
with fo much light , as no man can 
doubt whether It be the Sun or no. 
S Wherefore do we fay , that he ihal 
iud^e the quicke and the dead? fhall 
not al men be dead at that time, and 
all then rife againe? 
M By the quick and the dead, may 
be vnderftood, the good which hue 
with the fpintuall life of grace, and 
thebad which are fpiritually dead 
by fin. Butit is true alfo, that Cbriit 
will come to iudg e the quicke and 
the dead corporally : becaufe at that 
day many fhal be dead, and mame 
(hall be found aliuc: Who though 
they be liuing in that laft daye , and 
forrie alfo (hall bee young , or chil- 
dren, yet all fhall die in an lnttant, 
and fuddenly rife againe ,thereby to 
pay the debt of death. * 

S I haue heard many times,tha* 
whofoeuer dyeth in mortall finno 

goetn 
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gocth prefently vnto hell , and who- 
foeuer dyeth in the grace of God, 
goeth prefently toPurgatorie , or to 
heauen: how then are all to be judg- 
ed, the fentence being already giueV 
M At the death of euery one, the 
particular judgement is giuen of 
that foule which departed from the 
bodie: butafter,at the laft day,thcre 
fhall be an vniuerfall judgement of 
thewhole world. And this for man- 
nycaufes, Firft,for Gods honour, 
jbecaufe manie nowe feeing bacl- 
[menin profperitic, and <*ood-nien 
jafflicled : imagine that God doeth 
notgoueme the world well. But at 
[that time,it fhall be cleerly feen,how 
God Ijath'feene & noted all things, 
md how with great jufticc , he hath 
bhtcn vn to the* bad , foine temporal! 
profperitie , in recompence offbmc 
>ood wolrks of theirsjof fmal rnorner, 
iKentflng afterwards , togiue them 
ternall paine, for their mortall fins.

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And contranwifevnto the good, he 
hath £euen temporafaftliaion , tor 
punifhrnetof fome veniall fmnes,or 
fo seue them occafion, & to make 
them do penance, intending after-

Like as among ft me,ther arc manic 
that are fathers and holie, either by] 
office , or by goodnes of life,to wit, 
rrianie. good Bifhops ,_or Priefts , or I 
religious men: and yet there is none 
called Holie Father , bMtthePopc:| 

be- 
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becaufe this name belongeth vnto 
him alone by excellence, bein g the 
head ofal other fathers, and ought 
to be the moft holie ofal by goodnes 
ofllfe,ashe is by office, reprcfen- 
ting Vnto vs the perfon of Chrift. 
S If theliame of holie ghoft ,be!ono- 
vnto God by excellencie, wherefore 
is it onely attributed vnto the third 
Perfon. Is nor the father alfo, & the 
Sonne a (pirit & holy by excellec iec 1 
:M It is true. But becaufe thcflrft 
I Perfon hath a proper name , toivir, 
| the Fathcr:& the fecond hath a pro- 
per name,to wit,the Sonrto the third 
I is left a commo name, to diftinguilli 
| him from the other two. And more- 
oner you are to know, that when it is 
faid of the third diuine Perfon, that 
he is the holy ghoft; thefe two words 
make one name only. As whe a man 
is called Iommes Maria^hty are one 
onely name, though otherwife Uhn 
\<kMar/ate commonly two names*

M You muft not thinke that the 
Holy Ghoft hath a bodie, or that he 
can be feene with corporall tyesrbur 
he is painted fo , that we may knpwe 
the effcfts , which he worketh vpon 
men. And becaufe the Doue is fim- 
ple,pure, jcaloufe,and fruitfull,heis 
therefore painted ouer Chrift and 
our Ladie , to the cnde we may vn- 
derftand.that Chrift and our Ladie 
were full of grace, and of the gifts of 
the Holy Ghoft , and in particular j 
of holy fimplicitie , puritie , zeale of 
foules, and fpirituall fecunditie, by 
the which they haue gained infinite 
children,to wit,all th'e faithfull, and 
oood Chriftians. 

S What meaneth k that the Holit 
Ghoft is painted ouer the Apoftlcs, 

in forme of fyerie tongues? 

MBc- 
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Becaufe the Hoi le Ghoft , tennc 
laics after the afcention of our Lord 
came vpon the Apoftles ,and reple* 
jiflied them with knowlegde , with 
;haritie,and with eloquence, teach- 
ling them to fpeake with all tongues, 
■to the ende they might be a&Ie to 
[preach the Holy faith , through the 
Iwhole world. And in figne of thefc 
ii'onderfuli effects , he caufed thofe 
tongues of fire to appeare : becaufe 
the Ji*ht of that fire , doth fiainifie 
irifdome,the heatc of thefame,doth 
ignifie charitie , and the forme of a 
tongue fignifyeth eloquence : and 
that this was a mod great bene- 
ite , which God bef lowed vpon his 
Church , therefore we doe celebrate 
Ithat great Fcaft,called Penticoft, or 
fre Feaft of the Holie Ghoft.

WHat fignifyeth that 
which h faide in the 
linth article. The Holie Catholike 

Church 
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Church: the communion of Saint*? 
M Hcrebeginneth the fecond part 
of the Crcede. For the firft parte be. 
longeth vnto God, the fecond vnto 
the'thurch the fpoufc of God.And 
as in God we beleeue one Diuinity, 
and three Perfons : fo in the Church 
wee beleeue that there is one oncly 
Churchrand that it hath three prin- 
cipall graces : the firft in the foule, 
which is the remifsion of finncs, an 
other in the bodie, which thai be the 
refurre&ion of the fltlh : and the 
third in the foule and bodie toge- 
ther, which fliall be life eternall , as 
we mail fee in the articles following.

M It figmfyethaconuocation,or 
congregation of men , which arel

tion , becaufe wee arc not borne 
Chriftians , as we are borne Engliih- 
| men, Italians , French , or of any o- 
ther countrey : but wee are called 
Chriftians of Chrift , and wee enter 
into this congregation by baptifme, 
which is as tnedoore of the church. 
And to be in the Church, icdoeth 
not fuffice to bee baptized ,but it is 
needeful to beleeue and confeflc the

[this fuffice , but it is neceflaric to o- 
sy the chiefe Bifliop of Rome, as 
r icarof Chrift, to wit, to acknow- 
ledge and hold him for chiefe Su- 
Jeriour and Vicar of Chrift. 
i If the Church be a congregation 
)f men : how do wecall thofe build- 
ings Churches, where MaiTc and o- 
per Seruice of God is faid? 

Becaufe the faithfull, which are 

the 
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thctrae Church , arc gathered to* 

aether in thqfc buildings , topra- 

fhfe the exercifes of Chriftiam, 

therefore thofe buildings are alfo 

called Churches: chiefly when they 

are dedicated , and confecratedto 
theicruiceofGod.Butwemths 

Article, doenotfpeakeof the Chur- 
ches made of (tone & wood, but of 
the liuing Church , which is, the 
faithful baptifed P«>P le > f !* ob * 
dient vnto the vicar of Chrilt , as 

hath been faid. _ \ 

S Why is itfaid,The Church, and 

not the Churches feeing mamecon-l 
.resations of the faithful are foun- 

%S in diuers parts of the world f 
M Becaufc the Church is but one, 

though it containe al the faithful, 
whkhare difperfed through the 
whole world, not only thofe which 
arc now liuing but alfo thofe, which 
haue ben from the beginning, ana 

fcal be vntil the end of ^cworid. 
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[And therefore it is not only called 
lone but alfo Catholike , that is to 
jfay vniucrfal , becaufeit is cxtcn- 
dedto all places, and co all times. 
S For what reafon , is the Church 
called one]onlic, if itconteine fo 
[great a multitude of men? 
|M It is called one onelie, becaufe it 
hath oneonlic hcad,which is Chrift, 
and his one Vicar in earth the Bi* j^ 
(hop of Rome f and againe,becauft **; 
it liucth by one and the fame fpirie, 
and hath one and the fame law. As 
a kiugdome is called one, becaufc it 
hathoneonlie king , and theifame 
lawes, though in that kingdome, 
there be manie prouinces , & manic 
more Cities or townes. 
S Wherefore is it faide, that this 
Church is holie , feeing there are 
manie. wicked men in h? 
M It is called holie for three rea- 
sons :firft,becaufc the head there of, 
which is Chrift, ismoftholidikeas 

Cttt 
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one that hath a fayrefaice, is faiH to 
be a faire man,though he haue fome 
crooked finger, or fome blot on his 
breaft cr moulders. Secondly ,be- 
caufe all faithful! people are holy, 
by faith and profefsion , for they 
haue one mofte true and diuinc 
faith,and make profefsion oftije ho- 
lie Sacraments , and of a molt iufte 
law, which doth not command any 
thing, but that which is good, ant 
forbiddeth nothing, but that which 
is euill.Thirdiy,becaufc there are al- 
waies in the Church fome afliircdly 
good, notonely by faith and profef- 
iion,but by vermes and mancrs al- 
fo : Whereas among Iewes, Turkes, 
Heretiks and fucMike peopl e, who 
are out of the Church, none at all 
cantrueiybegpod. 
S What fignifyeth the Communi- 
on of Saintsc': 

M It figmfyeth, that the body of 
the holie Churcfejisin fach fort vni- 

ted, 
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[ted, that of the good of one member 
ill the reft doe participate: whereby 
bow many foeuer there bee infarrc 
:ountries, though we Ho not knowc 
hem, yet their MafTes , diuine offi- 
es, other prayers and goodworkes 
helpers alfo. And this Communion 
snot onely heere vpon earth, but 
urMaflTes, prayers and other good 
orkes, helpe thofc that be in Pur- 
garorie : And the prayers of fuch,as 
ire in heauen helpe vs, & thefoules 
ilfo in Purgatone. 

5 If this be fo,it needeth not to pray 
or any in particular, nor to procure 
Vlaffe tobefaid for this or for that 
bule in Purgatorie, feeing all good 
s common. 

W Itisnotfo:BecaufeMafle,prai- 
f«, and other good workes, though 
they bein fome fort comon vnto al, 
et they help more fuch as they are 
|one for in particular; then others. 
What fhall wee fay of fuch as arc 

ex- 
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communicated , do they alfo parti- 
cipate of the good workes of the 
iaithfull,orno< 

M For this they are called excom- 
municated, becaufe they haue not 
the communion of the Saints, for 
they are like bowes cut from thetree, 
or like members feparated from the 
bodie> which do nor enjoy the good 
humors , that are fpread amongft 
the other -bowes , and vnited menv 
[ §$®$. And by this you may gather, 
Wti'At account is to be made of ex- 
communication , feeing he cannot 
litue God for his Father, that hath 
not -the Church for his Mother. 
S Are then the excommunicated 
out of the Church, as the Iewes, and 
other Infidelsb'ejf 
M So it is : but there is this diffc« 
rcrfce,that the Iewes and Turkes are

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and haue lofl their faith are out, be- 
caufe they are gone foorth, and fled 
away of themtelues , and therefore 
the Church enforceth them by di- 
uers punifliments , to returne vnto 
the Holy faith:As when a fheepe fly- 
eth from the fold,the fhepheard for- 
ceth him with his ftafe to returne. 
But other excommunicated which 
haue baptifme and faith , and did 
enter in, and not goeoutof them- 
felues, aredriuenoutby force. As 
when the fhepheard driueth foorth 
an infected fheepe , and leaueth the 
fame a pray for the Wolfe. Yet true 
it is, that the Church driueth not 
out the excommunicated , to the 
end they fhould euer remaine out, 
but to the end they fliould repent of 
their difobedience,and demaund to 
returne being humbled , and fo bee 
receiued agajne into the bofomeof 
their mother , and to the corrimuni- 
on of Saints.

M This is the firfl of thofe three I 
principal benefites, which are found 
in the Church.Eo* which it is n eed- 
ful to know, that aim en are borne 
iianers,and enimies to God, and af- 
ter increafing , they pafTefrom euil 
to wort'e, vntil by the grace of God, 
their finnes be remitted , and fo be- 
come his friends ,and children. Thisl 
grace which is fo great, is notfound 
other where,thein the holie church. 
In which are the holie Sacramets/& 
namely Baptifme,&Pcnancc,which 

as heaucnlic medians curemen of al| 
fpirimal difcafes , which arc finnes. 
S I pray you declare vn to me, a lit- 
tle bettei, how great this benifite is, j 
of remiflion of finnes? 
M In the world is not founds grea« 
tcr cuil then finne is : not oncly fori 

that 
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jtliatal cuills in this life, and in the 
life to come, dofpringfromitj but 
dfo,for that finne is thecaufe, that 
nan becommeth an enemie to God. 
Lnd what can be faid woife, then to 
>e enimic vnto him , who can do al 
that he wif, and none can refift him: 
who can defend him, with whom 
Jod is angrief And contrariwife , in 
lis life a greater good can not be 
found, then to be in grace: for who 
:an hurt him,whom God defendeth 
al things being in the hands of God? 
Jnefly you know, thatamongft cor- 
)oral thinges life is moft efteemed, 
[becaufe it is the foundation of al o- 
[ther good things: and death is moft

M This is the fecond principal be* 
nefiteof the Holy Church, to wit, 
that in the laft daye , all thofe whofc 
fins fhall be remitted,fhal returne to| 
life.

Church , or haue not remifsion of] 
their finnes,fliall not they returne al- 
fo to life againe? 

M Touching naturall life , all flialll 
returne to Hue , as the good , fo the 
bad : but becaufe the refurreftion of 
the bad , (hall be for their perpetual! 
torment,& not for any good to the, 
therefore that life of theirs , is called 
rather a death , then a true life, & fo 
che true refurre&ion, to wit, vnto 
life , worthy to be defired, fhall not 
be of any , but of the good,' which 
(hall be found without finne.

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I would kn©w,ii the fame bodies, 
hich wee now hauc (hall rife , or o- 
hcrs like them? 

There is no doubt , but the fame 

odies fliallnfe , becaufe otherwife, 

t fliould not be a true refurre&ion, 

f the fame ihould not rife , which is 

alien, and that fame returne to Hue, 

hich is dead.

S I would know whether men (hall 
returne to b« men , & wemen to bee 
wemen,or rather all to onemanei^ 
M It is neceflarie to beleeue , that 
.the men fliall be men, & the wemen 
mall be wemen : beeaufe otherwife 
they mould not be the fame bodies, 
> that they were before, and as I hauc 
already told you , they are to be the 
fame, albeit in the life to come,there 
/hal ftotbe anymore bringing fort;li 
of children,nor husbands,nor wiucs

S Tel melbefcech you in parti- 
cular, what goodnes fhal there be in 
life euerlafttng? 

M I wil teach you this myfterie, by 
a fimilitude of the thinges in this 
World. You know that here in earth, 
we defier a bodie, that is found, 
comelie,nimble , and ftrongra (pule 
that is wife, prudent, and learned, 
touching the vnderftanding, & ful 
of al vcr tues touching the wil:& be- 
lief thefe iwedefire exterior goodi 

.... ;.:. tO 
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to wif.riches, honors, powre, and 
pieafures . Euen fo is eternal Ufe,the 
bodie for health fhal haue immorta- 
litie,withimpafibilitie,thatis to fay, 
that nothing can harme mfor beau- 
tie it fhal haue clearnes,to wit,it fhal 
fhine,as the funtfor nimblcnes it fhal 
haue agilnie, that in one moment, 
it fhal be able to moue from one fide 
of the worlde to the other, and from 
the earth to heauen, without anie la- 
bour .• for ftrength it fhal haue fuch 
force, that without eating,drinking, 
fleeping, or other reft,itihal be able 
to feme thefpint, in al things that 
fhal be neceflarie , neither foal it 
haue feare of anie thing. Touching 
the foule, the vnderftanding thai be 
ful of knowledge, foritfhaffbehold 
the caufe of al things,which is God. 
The wil fhalbe ful of fo much good- 
nes, and chantic , that it cannot 
commit anie venial finne. The rich* 
es ihal be to want nothing , hauine 
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all things inGod; Their honours 
be the children of God , equallto 
An <;el$ , for they fliall be kings , and 
fpirituall Pricfts for cucnthcir power 

agreeable; for together with God, 
they fliall bee Lordes of the whole 
world , & be able to do all that they 
fli.il! haue will to doe : for tliat they 
fliall .tlwjies be conformable to the 
will of God , which nothing can re- 
fift.Fmaliy , their delight flial be vn- 
{peakeable,becaufe all their powers, 
afwel of the foule as of the body, flial 
be joyned vnto their proper objects. 
Whereof will arife a full content- 
ment , a mofl perfect peace neuer 
proued before $a perpetuall gladnes, 
joy, and exultation. 
S If euery one fliall haue all thefe 
things,& euery one flialbe Coten ted 
in one maner , tl^en fliall not one be 
more blefled in Keaue then another 
M Yes afluredly : For he who ba,th 

merited mare ia this life, : fliall toe 

grea- 
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greater reward, & flial6e more hap- 
pic:yet for al that.tliere llialbe nocrt- 
uie.nor any difcontenrmentrbecaufe 
each one flialbe filled , according-to 
their capacitie: 5c thofe which haue 
merited more, flialbe more capable, 
& fo fliall haue more glorie. As for 
example : If a Father haumg manic 
children, one greater then another, 
according to their age, fliould make 
to euery one of them , a garment of 
cloth of gold , proportionable ynto 
euery ones ftature,thereis no doubc 
but that the greateft: fliould haue the 
bigeft garment,& of greateft valew 
& yet euery one would remaine co- 
tented: neither would hec that were 
lefle, defire the garment of him that 
were greater ,becaufe it would no be 
fo fit for him. 

S Whatis the caufe. of thisbeatitude 
of heaue is calledlif<! euerlaftiug:fli«l 
not the damned Hue for cuer in helf 
M Life properly is (aide to bee m 

other 
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thofc things which moouc of them- 
felues. Whereupon in a certain ma- 
ner, the water of a fountaine is cal- 
led Liue-watcr, becaufe it mooueth: 
and water of Pooles , is called dead, 
becaufe it ftandeth ftill. So the blef- 
fed in heaue, arcfaid to hauc eternal 
life, for that they can workeaH that 
they wil, with all their inwarde,and 
outwarde powers, without any im- 
pediment . And they doe alwaies 
wot kc and cxercife themfelues as 
they moft defire. But the damned in 
hell, notwithftandmgthcyliue ('for 
they (hall neuer bee confumed) yet 
they arefaid to haue eternall death, 
becaufe they are ftill tyed vnto the 
fire and torments , and are enforced 
euer tofuffer that whichthey would 
not : neither can they do anic thing, 
that they would. So that the blcffed 
in heauen enjoy all good , without 
any mixture of euil : and the dam*

ST haue learned through the grace 
lof God, that I am to beleeue : I 
deure that you now teach me what 
I am to hope for, & defire 5 & what 
meanest may haue to obtaine it. 
M Al that you demaund is contey- 
ned in our Lords prayer , which wee 
call the Pater ftofier: For in this prai- 
cr is declared what thing is tobe de- 
fired, & of whom we are to demand 
it, and the felfe-fame prayer is the 
meanestoobtaineit. 
S Which is our Lords prayer? 
M It is this, Our father which art 
in heauen, &c. 
S For whatcaufedoyou prefer the 
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Pate? Koftcr y before all other praien? 
M Firft,becaufcitis the moft ex- 
cellent ofall , being made by Chrift 
himfelfe, who is the fuprcamc wif- 
dome. Secondly ,becaufe this prakr 
is itiorteft, and Co is eafie to be lear- 
ned and kept in mernorie, & withal 
f ul of fubftance, contcyning all that 
we ought to demand of God: third- 
ly, becaufe it is mod profitable, and 
ef¥eftual;being made by him whois 
both our ludge & our Aduocate,&

Ibe taken away ,& alfo of aj peruerfe 
Den , who fhalbefhut vp in eternall

H Not of the firft : for that is not to 

F| COOK 
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come, but is now come . Neither of 
the fecond , for that is fpokenohn 
the firft petition,& is in a great part 
already come. But here is fpoken of 
the third ,whiehis to come,nnd is ex- 
peacdwith great defire, ofalthofe 
that know the mifcric of this lire: & 
fo in this petition we demand our, 
chiefc good,and the perfeft glory of 
both foule and bodie. 
S If the kingdoms of God ( which 
we Jefirc may comcqtiickly )flial be- 
oin after the day of Iudgmcnt, then 
we defire & demand that this world 
ihou'd fpeedely end,& that the day 
of ludgemem ihould rome fhortly. 
M So it is:for thought the louersot 
the world can haue no worfe ne;ves,| 
then to hearethedayotludgetnent 
named : yet the citiznes of heauen, 
who liue now as pilsmmes , andba* 
niflied men here below in earth, 
haue no other greater dcfirc:Wher« 
vponS.Auguftin faith, that likens 
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before Chnft came into the world, 
al the de fires of the Saincts of the 
ancient law, were directed to the firft 
rommingofChrifblonow al the dc- 
fircs of hoise men of the new law, are 
directed to the fecond commin^ of 
the fame Chrift, which wil bring vs 
perfeft beatitude. 

S Let vs paffe vnto the third petiti- 
on. What do thofe wordes fignifie: 
Thy wil be done , in earth,as it is in 
heauen, 

M In thefe words is demanded 
grace, to obferue wel the law of god. 
For that the eternal life,which is the 
end of man being demanded in the 
fecond petition , it was conuenient, 
that the principal meanes toarriue 
vnto that end fliould be demanded 
next after : 5c this principal meanes 
is the obfer^ing of thecommande- 
mentsof God, as our lord hath faid: 
ii thou wilt enter into eternall life: 
keep thecommandements: & for fo 

F 4 much 
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much as wee are not able of out 
felues , to kepe all thecommande* 
ments in fuch forte as we ought, 
therefore we demand of God, that 
his wil be done by vs : thatis , that 
he geuevs grace to fulfil his wil, in 
obeying wholly, and in al things 
his holiecommandements. 
S Idefire to know, whether that 
befides the fulfilling the wil of God 
inobferuing thecommandements, 
we arc bound alfo to conformeour 
willes with God s wil , when he fen- 
deth vs tribulations? 
M We are bound at the left,not to 
murmouf,nor to grudge at thepro- 
uidenceof God : becaufeal that he 
fendethor permitteth, he doth it to 
a good end :to wit,to giue vs occafi- 
on of greater meritc, if we be good: 
or els to purge vs if we be bade* 
S To what purpofe is added : la 
earth as it is in heauenj 
M To teach ys, that we ought to 

•n- 
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♦ndeuour to obey God , and to ob- 
feme his holie command cments, 
with that perfc&ion , promptnes 6c 
gladnes , with which the Angels do 
obey in hcauen:who neuer commit- 
ted anie litle default in obferuing 
al the commandements oi God . It 
may be atfofiud that we defirej and 
demaundjthatiflniers, fignified by 
the earth , may obey (£>d,as the 
Saints do obey him whoare fignifi- 
ed by heauen ,Or cls.that the whole 
Church, fignified by the earth may 
intircly obey God,as Chrift,whoit 
fignified by heauen,obeyd him. 
S Letvs come vnto the fourth pe- 
tition: what meaneth, Geue vs thi* - 
day our dayjie bread? 
M With great reafon, bread is de- 
manded tliat main teineth life, after 
that grace hath been demanded* 
which is life it fclfe, For that the firft 
thingjthat anieone begining to Hue 
| defireth, is food , where with life 11 

Main- 
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maintained. Bat you hauc to vnder- 
ftande,thatin this prayer, fpirituall . 
bread is principally demaunded, 
which is the meate of the foule : and 
fecondarily corporall bread, which 
is the food for the body. And by fpi- 
rituall bread, is vnderltood themoft 
holy Sacrament of the altar, that is 
the ce^cQ ial and dmine bread,whk h 
meruciloufly nounfheth the life of 
the foule:& hkewife the word of god 
is vnderftood , which by preachmg 
©r reading of fpirituall bookes,he!p- 
eth no little to nourirti the fame life 
of the foule. Finally is vuderftood, 
theinfpiration of God > prayer, and 
euery other thing , which hclpeth to 
mmntaine and incrcafe grace in vs, 
the which ( asisfaide) is the life of 
the foule. By corporall bread is vn- 
derftbod all that is needful vnro vs, 
tomaintaine the life of the bodie, 
which is as an inftrument of the 

foule,to do »ood workes. 

° S Where. 
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S Wherefore is it faide, that this 
bread is ours. 

M With great myfterie this bread 
is called ours , for if we fpeake of the 
blcfled Sacrament,that is our bread, 
becaufeofour faluation it was form- 
ed by the holy ghoft , in the wombe 
of the blefled Virgin , and in a cer- 
tainc manner , b«ikte in the Ouen of 
the holy Crofle,& ferued vp,on the 
table of the Altar, by the handesof 
Pnefts. And moreouer it is ours,be- 
caufeit is the bread proper of the 
children, and may .not begiuen vn- 
te dogges, rhat is to fay, to Infidels, 
nor to (hofe rhat are in mortal! 
finne. If wee fpeake of the doctrine, 
wee call it our bread, to witte, that 
which is diilnbuted by the true 
preachers , vnto the children of the 
Holy Church, and nottheftrange 
brcad,to wit,that which al hcretikes 
giue vnto their followers, whichis 
corrupt and pcilifcrous bread.But if 

we 
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we fpeake of corporall bread, we de- 
fire that God will giue vs our owne 
bread , and not that which belong- 
eth toothers, to wit, that he wil help 
vs in iuil and lawful! gaines.Aud a> 
gaine , that he bleffe our lands, pot 
feflion$,andall our labours , to the 
end, that without injurie and fraud, 
we may procure our liuing. 
S Wherefore is it faide , that this 
bread is dailies* 

M It is called dailie , that is to faye, 
bread for euenc daye ,for that wee 
defire not fuperfluous or curious 
things, but fimply that which may 
fufficefor the daies refection rand as 
well for the feule as for the bodie, e- 
fpeciai'y knowing that wee are pil- 
grims, and ftrangers in this life. 
S WherforeisitlaidrGtuevntovs? 
M Bccaufe, albeit we are willing to 
labour to haue bread , as well fpiri- 
tual'l as corporall, yet wee know that 
our labours (hould all bee vaine,if 

God 
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God concurred not with Fiis grace: 
as we often fee that how much foe- 
uer menlabourto fowe and reape, 
yet dearth doth happen for the fins 
of the world. We d e maund alfo,that 
God giue vs our bread, that is to fay, 
that not only he he'pe vs to procure 
and game it , but that he -affo bleflc 
and fan&ifie it, when we vfe it: that 
it may do vs good and be profitable 
both to foule and bodie. 
S Wherefore is annexed that worde 
ik»'fa ft ■'■■■■■.. 

M The word i this day, fignifyeth 
the whole time of this temporal life, 
and fa wedemand of God,that du- 
ring tnetimeof this life he fuftaine 
vs,with-if*»iaiail and corporal bread 
vntili weesirriiie' vnto our hcauealy 
cuntrey*wJ*etWe$ial haue no need 
more of Sacraments of preachings, 
nor of corporall foode. It may be al- 
ft faic&fafi we demand of God that 
hejme vf «> day this bread,becaufe 

we 
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wi?e will not bee loiicitous for the 
morrow, not knowing whether wee 
ftiall be hiring to morrow or no. And 
fo our Loide hath taught vs, not to 
trouble our felues , with things that 
be not prcfent. So that we demand 
this daye,thebread which is fufficu 
cnt for this day: & that for the mor- 
rew.we lhal demand to morrow. 
S There anfeth a new doubt to me, 
of that which you haue faide : for if 
Wee ought not to trouble ourfeluej 
with any thing,butwith thatwhicj* 
is prefent they doe euill , that make 
prouifion of corne,of wme,and ofo- 
ther necelTanes, tor the whakyeare, 
M Our Lord , when he .taught vs, 
not to trouble oiiijr&luftS^ilb'thiHgs 
not prefentymcanr notihin^ep, but 
to deliuer vs of fqpeifl*0»S cares, 
which do greatly hinder payers , & 
other things of greater importance, 
that belong vntothe gainmgof^t 

teraallife. And therefore vtbmf* 

care 
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care for things to comers not fupcr- 
fluOLu: butnecefTarie, as to make 
{uch prouifion,as you fpeake of, it is 
not euilio think of that, which ts to 
come. Yea rather futh a thought is 
not of the morow f but ofthis day;for 
if wefhould nor thinke of it vntill to 
morov^wefhuld not hauefo fit time 
SThefiftpetitioiifolloweth: What 
meaneth, And forgiue vs our debts t 
as we alfo forgiue our debters^ 
M We haue already , in ihefoure pe- 
titions that goe beforc,demanded of 
god^that he wil giue vs all things, as 
wel eternall as temporal.- now in the 
three folio wing, we demand, that he 
wil deliuer vs fro al euil paft,prefent 
& to come: And foyou fee it is true 
which I faid beforc,that in this prat- 
er is contained al that we can defire. 
Wee demaund then in this petiti- 
on, that God deliuer vs from euill, 
that is parte, to witte , from the 
finnes which wee haue commuted, 
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forfo ourLorde declared vnto the 

holy Apoftles,when he taught thetit 

thrs prayerjthat by debts theyought 

to vnderftand finnes. 

S For what caufe are finnes called 

debes? 

M For three caufes. Firfl , becaufe 
euery man that finneth , remaineth 
debter to fatisfie God {or the mjurie 
which he hath doae him. Secondly, 
becaufe he that finneth, doth tranf* 
grefletbelaw -of God j and becaufe 
the (arrie lawe 5 promifeth rewarde to 
all that obferue it , and punifhment 
to him that doth not obferue it,there 
fbre he that obferuethit not,refnay« 
neth debter to pay e the penaltie. 
Thirdly, becaufe each one of vs is 
bound to cultiuate (or manure) the 
yineard of his foule , and to yeeld to 
God the fruite of his good workes. 
Therefore hee that doth not good 
ttorkes , & much niore he that doth 
euU w>rks, ihileed of gobd,is debter 
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to god,who is the true lord of al vin- 
yardsrcV becaufe al we do often faile 
afwel in doing that vrc ought not,as 
in doing that we ought: therforc it is 
couenient that oftentimes euery day 
we humbly defire of God that hee 
remit our debts. S Wherefore is it 
added ,as we alfo forgiue our debters 
M Herelikcwifcbydebtes,arevn- 
derffood the offences iniuries,which 
we receiue of ouerpeighbours. And 
wee defire of God , that hee will 
pardon our offences , as wee pardon 
them,that haue offended vs:fbr that 
like as hewho pardoneth the qflen* 
ces receiued of" his neighbour , is ; 
more difpofed to receiue pardon of 
his offences committed againftGod 
j fo contrariwife, he that will not par*r 
don theiniuries of his neighbour * 
doth make himfelfe vnworthie , that 
God ihould pardon him. Finally, irt 
faying that wepard on. the iniuries of 
our hqgjhbottrjj, wee make Jsnowngi 

G that 
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that mercie doth pleafevs, and that 
we make account , that to pardon is 
a magnanimous &a notable thing. 
To the ende that when we demande 
mercie of God , he may notanfwere 
vs, how wouldeft thou thatl ihould 
vfe mercie towards thee,feeing thou 
docft hate mercie towards others?& 
how doeft thou demand pardon of 
me, feing thou efteemeft pardoning 
as an aft of abafejiiinde. 
S Declare then vnto me,I pray y6tt 
the flxt petition. And leadevs not 
into tentation - 

M In this petitio is demanded help 
againft eml to cometto wit, againft 
tentations, which are occafioiis that 
make vs fall into fin. Here you haue 
to kno tf that principally itis deman- 
d ed , tha t God permit vs not to bee 
vanquifhed & ouercome bytetati- 
ons:& becaufe tentatios are dange- 
rous^ the vi£teriedoubtful,there- 
forewe demand alfo that God per- 
mit 
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fciitvsnot to bee tempted, chiefly 
when he feeth that the viclorie mall 
I not be ours,but the diuels:& of thif 
I you are to draw an excellent leflbn, 
to wit , that not only the diucl canot 
ouercome Vs , but alfo that he canot 
fo much as tempt vs, if God doe no! 
>ermichrm. 

> I doe not well Vnderftande that 
fpeach;Lead vs not into tentatiorfor 
it tuay feeme to haue this fenfe, that 
god vfeth to lead men into tentatios 
and that we defire him not to do it? 
M To bring or lead into tentations 
whether it be to tempt to euil ,or to 
caufeone to fall in to linnets proper 
to the diuel , & pertaineth in no re- 
[fpeft to God , who grcately hateth 
Ifinne. But after the manner of fpea- 
Iking in Holie Scripture , when God 
[is faid to induce or leade into tenta- 
hion, itis nothing elfc, but to permit 
Jthatone be tempted ,or ouercome 
m tentation:fo the fenfe of this peti- 

G z tion 
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tion is no other but as we haue laid, 
that knowin? our owne weakenes & 
frailtic, ancfontheothet fide, the 
fubtiltie and force of the duel, we 
defire of God , not only that he wil 
not permit vs to be oucrthrowne by 
temptations, but alfo that he permit 
vsnjt to be tempted, if he fee not, 
that we fhallremainc victorious. 
S The laft petition remaincthtBut 
deliuer vs from euill. What euill is 
fpoke of in this petition? 
M This laft petition doth in parte 
confirrne the former petitions ,and 
partly it addeth fome things more. 
And therefore itfaith:But deliuer vs 
from euill,that is, I do notoncly de- 
mand that thou remit vnto vs our 
finnes paft, and defend vs from fins 
to come t but moreouer, that thoa 
deliuer vs alfo from all prefenti euil. 
And raarke well that our Lord with 
great wifdome teachcth vs > to de- 
mand to be deliuercd from all cuil 

and 
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and commeth not to particulars ,as 
to pouertie.ficknes, perfecutions,& 
the like , For that oftentimes it doth 
feeme vnto vs , that a thing is good 
for vs, which God doth fee is euill. 
And contrariwife it feemeth tovs, 
that a thing is euil,which God feeth 
is good for vs. And therefore accor- 
ding to the inftruflion of our Lord, 
we demand , that he deliuer vs from 
all that which he feeth is euil for vs, 
beit profperitieor aduerfitie. 
S What meaneth Amen? 
M This is an Hebrew word,ek (as I 
haue already faid vnto you)it figni- 
fycth,fo be it : or,fo it is. And as in 
the end of the Creed Amen Ggnify - 
ethfo it is , and fo I beleeue : in like 
maner,in the end of the Tmct nofier t 
Amcnfignifyeth,fobe it,fo.I defire, 
and fo I pray that it may be done.

S VJOw you haue declared to 

i\| me the Pater mfer, I defire 

G 3 that 
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that you declare alfo,the Am Mark 
M I wil do it willingly, for I defire 
that you be moft deuout to our blef- 
fed Ladie . The Atte Mart* in our 
vulgar tongue is this: Hailc Marie 
fill of grace,8cc. 

S What meaneth it, that to the Pa- 
ter vofter, the Ane Maria is ioyned, 
rather thenanie other prayer? .. 
M For fo much as we haue no ad- 
tiocate nor interccfTor with Chrift, 
more potent then his Mother, ther* 
fore when wee haue faid the praier, 
which Chrift hath taught vs , we re- 
pairc alfo to his mother, tatheend 
that fhe by her intercefsion , may 
helpe vs to obtaine,that we haue de- 
manded,in faying the Pater nojler. 
hke as in this world , when we haue 
ceuen a fupplication to the Prince, 
wee recommend the bufines vnto 
the moft potent that is in the court. 
S Who compofed the Atte Maria? 
M Godhimfelfe hath compofed it. 

For 
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For albeit hee taught it not by Jus 
owne mouth, yet he taught it by the 
mouth of the Archangel Gabriel, of 
S. Elizabeth,and of the Church.Eor 
thofe wprdes, Haile Marie full of 
grace , our Lord is with thee,blefled . 
art thou among women:were fpoken 
by the Archangel Gabriel, but hec 
fpake them as GodsembafTadour,& 
fo hee (pake them as from God, and 
God fpake them by the mouth of his 
Embafladour. Thofe other wordes: 
& bleffed is the fruit of thy wombe, 
Saint Eizabeth fpake, but fhe fpake 
themwhefhe was replenished with 
the Holy Ghoft, as the Euangelift 
Saint Luke teftifyeth. Whereby it 
appeareth, that the holy Ghoft fpake 
them by the mouth of S. Elizabeth. 
Al the reft,holy church hath added, 
which is gouerned & taught by the 
fame holyghoftyb it may welbe faid 
that after the yater nofier which chrift 
taught vs by his owne mouth, the 
' G4 Am 
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Aue Mart* is the moft excellent 
prayer that can befcunchbeing co* 
pofedby the fame God, & taught 
vs by the mouth of his feruants. 
S Let vs come the to the declaratio 
Wherefore do we fay, Haile Marie? 
M This is a faltitation , which wc 
geue vnto her, to lhew that we are 
friendes and of acquaintance , and 
therefore dare come to fpeake vnto 
her,and we vfe the words of the An- 
gel,for that we know thatfheis plea- 
led to heare ofteij that newes which 
the Ano-ell brought her, when hec 
fpake the fame wordes : and ihee re- 
joyceth alfo, that wee are mind efull 
thereof, and that we aregratefull to 
God for Co grea t a benefite. . 

S What meanethjFull of graced £ 
M The grace ofGodworketh three 
principall eflfe&s in the foule. It wi- 

}>eth oiit^he finnes which are as 
pottcs that defile the foule: it ador- 
neth the fame foule with giftes and 

vermes 
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[vermes : and finallie, it in-ableth to 
doc meritorious workes,gratefullto 
the diuine Majeftie. Our Ladie is 
fullofgrace, becaufc touching the 
firft efl&fc, fhe neucr had any fpot of 
finne,neither Original nor A&uall, 
neither mortal nor venial rTouchin 2 
I thefecond, fliehad al the vermes & 
>ifts of the holy v gho{t,in the higheft 
iegree. Touching the third, fhe did 
i works £b gratefull vnto God, and Co 
j meritorious, that flie was worthie to 
| beaflumpted in bodie and foule a* 
bcueal the orders of Angels. 
! S It feemetbnot tha,t our Ladie had 
[more grace then other Saints. For I 
| haiie often heard that S. Stephen & 
other Saints were full of grace. 
[M How muchfoeuerit isfaid ofo? 
ther Saints, that they were full of 
[ grace,yet our Ladie had moft grace 
of them al: for that fhe was made by 
God capable of more grace , then a- 
[ny other Saints: as for example if 

ma- 
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manic vcffcls one greater then an oJ 
ther were filled with balme,al lhould 
beful, & yet in the greateft fhould 
be morebalme, then in the others. 
And the reafon of this is , becaufe 
God doeth make men capable of 
more or IeflTe grace,according to the! 
offices which he geueth them . And 
for fo much as the greateft office 
that hath been geuen to a meere 
creature, was to be the Mother of| 
God, therefore our Ladie was made 
capable of, & filled with more grace 
then anie other meere creature. 
S WhatmeariCth, Ow Lord it with 
thee* 

M this is an other flngularpraife 
of the blefled virgin which ligni- 
ficth to vs that our Lord hath bene 
with our Ladie from the beginning 
of her conception , with a perpetual 
afsiitance,gouerning her, dire&inz 
her, and defending her. And hereof 
it cornmeth that- the neuer commit- 
ted 
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ted anie finne,either in thought , in 
worde,or in deed. Wherevpon God 
hathnot only adorned this moftholy 
virgin with al graces, but he would 
alfo remaine alwaies with her as 
guardian of fo great a treafure^ 
S What meancth, BleiTed art thou 
among women? 

M This is the third oraife, which is 
geuen to our B. Laaie, in which is 
declared, that fhe is not only ful of al 
the graces, which can belong to a 
virgin : but of thofe alfo which can 
belong vnto a wife,and therby dotli 
abfolucly furpafle al other women, 
which haue bene, or flial be. The be- 
nediction of a married woman is fe- 
cunditie , and this was not wanting 
to the blefled Virgin , feeing fhee 
hath brought foorth a childe, which 
i$ more worth , then a hundreth 
thoufand Children. It may alfo be 
faid, that fliee is a Mother of a yerie 
great number of Children : for that 

all 
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all good Chriflians arc brothers to 
Chrift,and confequently are childre 
to our Ladie , not by birth and na- 
ture, in which maneronly Chriftis 
her childe: but by loue and mother- 
lie affection, which fhe had towards 
all. Whereupon flie is worthely faid 
to bee blelTed amongft all women: 
becaufe others had either the gloric 
of virginitie without fecund me ,6r 
the benedi&ion of fecunditie with- 
out Virginitie: flie only had joyntlic 
by a finguler priuiledge of God,the 
honour of perfect virginitie , with 
the benediftion of the higheftand 
moft happie fecunditie. 
S What meaneth. And blefTed is 
the fruit of thy wombe Iefus. 
M This is the fourth praife , which 
is giuen to ourLadie,that flie is not 
onely worthy of honour,for that fhe 
hath in her felfe : but for that alfo, 
which is in the fruit of her wombe. 
Decaufe the praife of the fruitere- 

douu- 
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| doundeth to the tree, and the glorie 
of the child redoundeth to the mo- 
ther . And becaufe Iefus is not onlit 
trueman,and blefTed amongft men} 
but is alfo God , blefTed aboue all 
thin°s,as S. Paul teacheth vs ,there- 
fore his mother is not onely blefTed 
amongft women; but lhee is blefTed 
amongft all the creatures , as well in 
I earth as in heauen. 
| S Declare vnto me I pray you that 
which remaineth of the Jtte Mm*. 
M In the words following,the holy 
! Church repeating the principal!

I the mother of God , and fo (hewing, 
that ihe can obtain of the fame God 
what (nee pleafeth , defireth her to 
| make intercefsion for vs , who hauc 
I grca t need thereof being (inners , 5c 
that flie help vs' while we liue,and in 
particular '* at the poynt of death; 
I when we fhal be in greateft danger* 
j S I would gladly know,wherefore it 
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ring to the Ane M*m , three timef 
in the day, to wit,in tkemorning,at 
midday, and in the euening. 
M To the end we may vnderftand, 
that we haue need to makerecourfe 
often to jhe helpe of God,and of the 
Saints : being in the middeft of ene- 
mies viflbleck inuifible. And that 
we ought not to thinke itfufficiem 
to haue recourfe to the armour of 

Eraier in the beginning of our works 
ut that we mult do the fame in the 
progrefle and in the end. There is 
alfo an other myfjerie in this ringing 
thrife to the Ave Marut.That is,ho- 
lie Church would haue vs continu- 
ally to remember the three principal 
myfteries of our Redemptio,the In- - 
carnation, the Pafsion , and the Rc- 
furre&ion. And therfore wilieth that 
wee falure our B. Ladie in the mor- 
ning , in memorieof thcRe(urre£H- 
onof our lord :at mid day ,in memo- 
rieof the pafsion: Sc at night, in me- 
mo- 
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ioryof the Incarnation. Becaufe 
is we are certaine that our Lord was 

ayledontheCrofleat midday, & 
rofein the ni0rning,fo it is probably 
ihought , that the Incarnation was 
in the night. 



Cap. VI. The declaration ot the ten 
Comtuandements. 

HAuing now vnderftood the 
Creese, and the Tatcmofler 
nth the Atu Maria : I defire that 
tou would declare vntdmeethe ten 
tommandements of the law of God: 
for that this is the third principall 
tart of the ehriftian docTxine, as you 
[old me in the beginning. 
\ You haue reafon to defire to 
earne,& to vnderftand well the ten 
tomandemtats of the law of god ,be 
faufe that faith and hope Without 
parity ,& without obferuing of the 
aw.are ndj fufficient to faluarion. 
iVVhatis thecaufe,thatfeingin the 
)rld, & in the Church there are lb 

many 
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many lawcs and commandements, 
this lawe of the Cbmmandemcnti 
is preferred before all the reft? 
M Many rcafons may be alleadgcd 
concerning .. the exccllencie of this 
law.Firft,for that this law was made 
by God, & written by himfelfe,firft 
of all in the hearts of men , & after- 
wards in twotables of ftonerfecond- 
Jy, becaufe this is moft ancient laws 
of all otbers,& as the fountain of all 
the feft.Thirdly, becaufe this is moft 
vniuerfal law thatis to be found: for 
it bindeth not onely Chriftians but 
Iewes alfo & Gentils : afwell men as 
wemen, afwell rich as poore, afwell 
Princesas priuatc men , afwell the 
learned as the ignorat.Fourthly,be- 
caufe this law is immutable & canot 
be taken away , nor difpenfedrwjthal 
by any.Fiftly, becaufe it is necefTary 
to euery one to faluatiori,as our lord 
hath often taught vs,in his holy go- 

fpeljlaftly , bceWeit wa&prorriulg^ 
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with greateft Solemnity in mountSi- 
nay with found of Angelical trupets 
with great thunder , and lightning 
from heauen , in the prefence of at 
the people of God. 
S Before you come to the declarati- 
on of the commandementes in par -' 
ticular ; it would be gratful to me to 
vnderftand briefly the fumme, and < 
order of them? 

M The end of al the commande- 
mentes is the louc of God , arid of 
our neighbour: for they al teach vs, 
not to offend God, norourneigh- 
bounand for this caufe they are di- 
uided info two partes and were writ- 
ten ( as I haue already faid) in two 
tables of &qw. The firft part con- 
tayneth, three commandementes 
which inftriicl vs of the bond wee 
haue to God. i he fecond cenraineth 
feuen other precepts , which teach 
vs the bond ,, we haue to ourneigh- 
bour.But you muft know,that albeit 

H in 
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m one tabic there were no more then 

three precepts,& in the other fcauc: 

yet the two tables were equall, and 

both full written ;for the three firft 

were written with more words , and 

the other feauen with fewer : and fo 

the feauen fhorter precepts were e- 

qual touching the writing vntothe 

three longer. 

S Wherefore are the. Coram ande- 

ments of the firft table three? 

M Becaufe they teach vs to loue 

God,with hart,with tongue, 5c with 

worke. 

S Why are the commanderaentes 

of the fecond table feauen? 
M Becaufe , one teacheth vsto do 
good to our neighbour,the other fix 
teach vs to do him no euil. Firft in 
his perfon, after in his honour Jaftly 
in his goodes . And that neither in 
thought, worde,nordeede. *■ 
S Let vs now come vnto the com- 
mandernentes them felues.And firft 

(hew 
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fliew mee the wordes where with 
they were writen by God in thofc 

tables. _ 

M The wordes are thefe : I am the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee 
forth, out of the land of Egypt, from 
the houfe offeruitude. ■ . ' 
i Thou lhalt not hatfe ftrange Gods 

in my fight. 

i Thou (halt not take the name ot 

the Lord thy God in vaine. _ 

3 Remember that thou fanzine the 
Sabbaoth day. 

4 Honour thy father & thy mother. 
f Thou (halt not murder. 

6 Thou lhalt not commit adultrie. 

7 Thou (halt not fteale. 

8 Thou (halt not beaiefalfewitnes 
awainft thy neighbour. • 

9 Thou (halt not defire thy neigh- 
bours wife. . 

io Thou (halt not couet the neigh- 



S What mcane thofe wordes which 
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gos before the coniraandememcs? 
M In thofc words are yelded four* 
reafons, to fhew that God can geue 
a law, and that we are bounde to ob- 
ferue it . The foil reafon is in the 
word, I am the Lord , becaufe God 
being our chief and higheft Lord, 
who hath created vs of nothing, he 
may doubtles geue vs a law, as to 
his proper feruants . The fecond is 
in that word, God, becaufe that 
word fignificth that our Lord is not 
only Loid(orMaifter) but he is alfo 
fuprerae Iudge,arid gouernour,and 
as fuch aoue can geue a law, and 
punifh thpfe that obferue it nor.The 
third is in that word, thine, becaufe 
befidesthe bond which we haueto 
obey God , as feriiants their maifter 
and as fubiecls their Princejwe haue 
an other bond,by reafon of the packt 
which God doth make with vs, and 
we with him , in holieBaptifme.For 
therein God takethvs forhisowne 

ad- 
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adopted children , and we take him 
for our proper Father: as (3od alfo 
taketh all the faithfull for his parti- 
cular people, and the faithful! take 
God for their owne proper God and 
Lord. The fourth is in thofe wordes, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the houfe of 
feruitude 5 for thatbefides fo manie 
other bondes , there is this of grati- 
tude: for that God hath deliuered 
vs from the feruitude of the diuel & 
of fin , which Was fignifyed by that 
feruitude of Egipt and of Pharao, 
from the which the fame God deli- 
uered the people of the lewes. 
S Declare vntomec now the firft 
commandement. 

M The firft Commandement con- 
taineth three parts. The firft is, that 
we ought to haue God for God.The 
fccondjthat we muft not take any o- 
ther thing for God. The third, that 
wee mult not make Idols , to wit,, 
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ftatues or Images , taking them for 
Gods , and that we muft not adore 
the fame Idols. 

S Declare vnto me the firft pari. 
M God will be taken for that whieh 
he js, to wit , for true God, which is 
done by exercifing foure vermes 
towards his diuine Majeftie, to wit, 
Faith,Hope, Cbaritie,and Religion. 
Hee that beleeueth in God , taketh 
God for Godrbecaufe he taketh him 
for thechiefe veritie : and in this the 
Heretiks do finne ,for they doe not 
' beleeue in him. Hee that hopeth in 
God ,taketh God forGod,for that he 
holdeth him for moft faithful, moft 
pittifull,anc| alfo moft potent,confi« 
dently confideriug thathc can, and 
wil help biminal hisnecefsities:&in 
this poynt thofe do fin,that defpaire 
of the mercy of god, or do truft more 
in men,the in god,or fo much itime 
as in God,he that loueth god aboue 
all thinges, taketh God for God, for 

that 
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that hee taketh him for the chiefe 
goodneffe , and in this poynt thofe 
do fin, that loue any creature what* 
foeuer more then god ,or equal with 
God. And much more doe they fm, 
that hate God. Finallie, whofoeuer 
adoreth god with greateft reuerencc 
as the venue of Religion teacheth 
vs, taketh god for god:Tor he taketh 
him for the firft beginning and au- 
thor of all things (> and in this poynt 
they offend, that bearefmall refpeft 
to God , and to thinges confecrated 
vnto him, as Churches , hallowed 
veflels , Prieftes,and the like, and 
thofe alfo that honour men equally 
with God,or more then God. 
S Declare 1 pray e you the fecond 
part of this command ement. 
M In the fecond part God willeth 
and commandeth, that wee take no 
created thing for God. And in this 
the Gentils offended in.olde time, 
who not knowing the true God, did 

H4 take 
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take and adore for God dmers crea- 
tures, as the Sunne, the Moone,or 
fome dead men.In the fame Inchan- 
ters & Witches offend , and al Sor- 
cerers , Negromancers, and Sooth- 
sayers , who gaue to the diuel of hell 
that honour which is due onely to 
God j 6c fome of them take him and 
adore himfor their God, and thinke 
by hismeanes to fore-tell things to 
come,orto find treafures, or to attain 
vnto other their difhoneft defires. 
For the dmel being deadly enemy to 
allmankinde, deceiueth often this 
poore fort of people, and with vaine 
hopes caufeth the to commit many 
fins,& in the end to loofe their fouls 
and many times their bodies alfo. 
S Declare to me the third parr. 
M In the third parte , God docth 
command, that not only we take not 
the things created by him for God, 
as hath ben (aide , out that much 
lefle wee make to our felues any 

thing 
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thingto take it & adore it for God 
Wherein the Genrils ofrended,whd 
were fo blinde,that they made I- 
tfols, to wit, ftatues of Gold, or of 
filuer or of wood, or of ftone, and 
made it be thought that they- were 
Gods . Chiefly beeaufe the diueis 
fome-times entred into them, and 
caufed them to fpeake or to mooue 
themfelues,& fo they facrificed vn- 
to them, and adored them. And be- 
eaufe the holy Martirs would not in 
any wife do the fame,they put them 
to death , with moite cruell tor- 
ments. 

S Is thereany thing cKe in thiscom- 
mandement? 

M There is annexed byGbd a ter- 
rible threatning , to thofe that doe 
contrarieto this commandemet,& a 
great promife to thofe that obferue 
it. For after the giuing of the com- 
niandemct, God fpake thofe words, 
1 am a jealous God, who punifli 

' not 
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not only thofc that loue me not, but 
their pofteritie alfo, vnto the fourth 
veneration , and fhewe mercie to 
fhofe that loue me, vnto a thoufand 
venerations. Where , marke welli 
3iat oi*r Lorde faith, that he is a jea- 
loufe God, to the ende wee may vn- 
derftandcthat he can punifli moil 
wrieuoufly, becaufe hee is God, and 
that he will punifli rooft grieuoufly, 
becaufe he is jealous of his honour, 
and of juftice , andof right : and 
therefore cannot beare witlumpie- 
tie and uiiquitie. Which is againft 
thofe that finne continually , & yet 
Uue merily , as if God had no care 
therof.Butby this you fee God hath 
care,& wit fhew it when time is. 
S What meanethit,that God puni- 
flietb fuch as do euil,vnto the fourth 
generation: and giueth rewarde vn- 
to thofe that doe well vnto a thou- 
fand generations*:' ^ y t 
M God punifheth vnto the fourth 
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generition,for that for the moil part 
a man doth not Hue longer then to 
fee thechildrenof his Nephewes,or 
at the mofte, theNephewes to his 
Nephewes, & he will not punifli o- 
thers of his pofteritie, then the (In- 
ner himfelfe may fee. But in doing 
well,God extended himfelfe not on- 
ly vnto the fourth .generation , but 
vnto a thoufand e , if there were Co 
manie. For that our Lord is more in- 
clined to reward then to punifli, be- 
caufe that hee rewardeth , is of his 
ownegoodneffe, and therefore hee 
doth it very willingly , but that hee* 
rmniflieth any , it" comrneth of our 
iinne, and therefore hee doth it as it 
were perforce, to wit, vrged by our 
peruerfeneiTe. 

S Wherefore is this threat , and this 
promife joyned to the firft com- 
mand em entonelye' ; r . 
M Becaufe ithis is the principall 
conimajidenienc,6c of more impor- 
tance 
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tancc then the reft. Againe,for that 
it is thefirft, and fo being fpoken of 
the firft, it may be vnderflood alfo 
of the reft. 

S I defire to. know how the honour 
which wee giue to Saints and their 
Reliqucs and Images , is not a- 
gainit this commandement. For it 
feemeth , that wee adore all thefe 
things,fceing we kneelc vnto them 
and praye vnto them as we do vnto 

God. 

M The holie Church is the fpoufe 
of God,and hath the holy Ghoft for 
her matter. And therefore there is 
no danger that fheihould be decei- 
ved , or that fhe fliould doe or teach 
Others to do any thing that werea- 
gainft the commandements ofGod. 
And to come to the particular , wee 
doe honour and call vpon Saintes,, 
as friends of God , who carthelpe vs 
with their merits and prayers be- 
fore him: but wee doe not take them 
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forgods,neither adore themasGod: 
neither importeth it that we knele, 
becaufe thi5 reuerance is not proper 
to God alone : but is done alfo vnto 
creatures of high dignitie, as to 
the Pope : and in manic places re- 
ligious perfons kncele vnto their Su- 
periors So that it is no maruelif 
that be done vnto fainftes, who 
raigne withChrift in heauen. which 
is done vnto fome men in earth. 
S But what fhal we fay of the Re- 
liques of Sainfts, which vnderftand 
nothing.-and yet we kncele and pray 
vnto them? 

M We do not pray to the Reliqucs 
which we know wel do not vnder- 
ftand :: but we honour the holie Re- 
liqucs, as thofewhich hauc bin the 
inftruments of the holy fou!es,to do 
many good workes , and fhal againe 
ia their times be liuiHg bodies , and 
are toys in the meane time deare 
pledges of theloue, which the Saints 

did 
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did,& aobeare vntc > vs. And- there- 
fore we doe pray e , before the fame 
Reliques vnto the Saintes, defiling 
them by thefe deare pledges which 
wekcepeofthem, that they remem- 
ber to helpevs,as wee remember to 

honour them. r-\'c 

S The fame perhaps maybe faid or 

Images. c 

M So it is, for the Images of our 
Lord, of our Ladie , & other Saints, 
arenottakenby vs for godsf there 
fore they cannot be called Idols, as 
thofewereoftheGentils: but they 

are holdcn for Images , which make 
vsto remember our Lord , ourLa- 
die,and other Saints:& fo the) r feme 
fuch as canot read in place Shocks. 
Forthatbylmagestheylearnerna- 

m myftenes o( our holy faith:& th« 
life and death of many Saints. And 
the honour we do vnto them,we do 
it notbecaufe they are-figures ; of pH 
per or ofmettal,orbecaufetheya*| 
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well-coloured & wel made: but be- 
caufe they reprefent vnto vs our 
Lord, our Ladie,or other Saints: and 
for that we know that the Images do 
not hue nor haue fenfe, being made 
by the hands of men : we do not de- 
mand any thing of the : but we pray 
before them, vntothofe whom they 
reprefent vnto vs, to wit, our Lorde, 
our Ladie,or other Saints. 
S If Reliques and Images doe not 
vnderftad : how then do they worke 
fotnany miracles to fuch as doe re- 
commend themfelues vnto them? 
M God worketh al the miracles:but 
he worketh them often by the inter- 
cefsion of Saints , and chiefly of our 
blefled Ladie:& oftentimes he doth 
them vnto thofe , who praye vnto 
the Sain&es before their Reliques 
or Images, and fometimes hee y- 
feth the Reliques and Images, as in- 
ftruments of fuch miracles , to (hew 
vnto vs, that our deuotion towards 

the 
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the Saints , ancfto wards their Re- 
liques,andImages,dothpleafehiiri. 
S When therefore it is faid, .'that 
one is recommended to fuch Re- 
liqucs,or fuch Images, and hathre- 
ceiued grace, it is to be vnderftood, 
that he is recommended to that 
Sainft, to whom thofe Reliuques or 
Images pcrtaine: and that God, by 
the mterceffion of that SaincT: , and 
by the meanes of thofe Reliques or 
Images ,hath done him that grace. 
S So it is : and I am glad that you 
hauewellvnderftoodal thatlhaue 
faid vn to you. , 

S I would laftlie knowe for what 
caufe, God the Father is paynted 
like an old mamand the Holy Ghoft 
like a Doue, and the Angels like 
young men with wings, feeing God 
and the Angels arefptrits,3nd haue 
no corporali figure, which can bee 
drawen by Painters , as piftures of 
irjenmaybe. 

M When 
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M When God the Father is pain- 
ted in forme of an old man , and the 
Holie Gb©ft in forme of a doue, and 
the Angles in forme of young-men, 
that which they are in themielues is 
not painted : becaufe as you haue 
faid, they are fpirits without bodies, 
but that forme is painted , 'in which 
they haue fomtimes appeared.And 
foGod the Father is painted like an 
old-man , becaufe he appeared in 
that forme in a vifion to Daniel the 
prophet. And the Holie Ghofl: is 
painted in forme of a doue , becaufe 
in that forme he appeared vpoChrift 
when he was baptifed by Saint Ibhn 
Baptift . And the Angls are painted 
in forme of yong men , for that they 
haue fomtimes fo appeared * More- 
over you are to know, that manie 
tTOges arc painted, to make vsvn- 
d^ffand, not what they are in them- 
fclus, but what properties they haue 
er what cffe&c they vfe to worke. 

I So 
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So it may be {aid , that God the Fa- 
ther is painted in ferae of an olde 
man , to make vs vnderftand , that 
he is moft ancient, to wit,eternal,& 
before al created things. And the 
Holie Ghoft is painted in likenes of 
of a doue,to fignifie the giftcs of in- 
nocencie,puritie,&fanftitie,which 
the Holie Ghoft worketh in vs. And 
the angels are painted like yong me, 
becauft they arealwaies, fairc & rul 
of ftrengthtand with winges , be- 
caufe they are readie to pafle why- 
ther itftialpleafeGod to fend them: 
and with white garments , and with 
holie ftoales, becaufe they are pure, 
and innocent , and minifters of his 
diuine Maieftie. ____^___ — 

Ot the lecond co mtnaadcrncat. 

ST Et vs come to the fecond co- 
jUmandement: whatmeaneth, 
thou (halt not take t he name of God 
jnvaine? 

M In this comandement is hand- 
led 
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led the honour and diihonor of God 
touching wordes, that is , honour t$ 
commanded , and diflionour is for- 
bidden . And this commandement: 
may be deuidedinto foure partes, 
becaufe God is honored , or disho- 
nored by wordes , in foure fortes. 
Firft, God is honored bynamino- 
him often with charitable affeaion: 
and is difhonored by often namin» 
liim to no good purpofe. Secondly? 
lie is honored by an oath , and he is 
diihonored by perjune.Thirdly , he 
is honored by obferuation of vowes, 
& difhonored by breaking of vowes 
once made. Fourthly, hee is hono- 
»d by calling vpon him and prais- 
ing him, and difhonored by bla- 
pheaming and curfing him. 
J Declare to me the firft parr. 
H In finiply naming God , as alfo 
>ur Ladie and other Saintes , one 
nay well doe an euil. For thofe that 
oue God niuch , remember him' 

1 2 of« 
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■often, and otten fpeake or him :and 
they do it with deuotion & attetu- 
on,as is fccn in the Epiftles or Satm. 
Paul, where theholienaraeof Ielw 
Chcift is very often read. For as b. 
Paul had Chnft in his hart,fo he 
had him in his mouth. But there be 
ochers,whoofaneuil cuftome,whe 
they are angrie, or when they ieit, 
cot regarding what they fay, name 
God,or fome Saint,becaufe nothing 
els comes to their mind. And this is 
euit : for it is a kinde of tearing the 
moft holie name of God.Whichis 
to <*eue you an example , though 
nofequal) asifonehauingapreu- 
©us Garment, fhouldweareitinall 
places and at al times,not regarding 
the precioufnes thereof. 
S Declare nowe the fecond part 
which conccrn*th (wearing, 
M An oath or fwearing is nothing 
els , but to cal God as witnes of thf 
truth. But that it be lawfully don 

thrc 
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three things ought to accompany it, 
to wit,trath,jufticc & judgements 
God himfelfe doth teach vs, by the 
mouth of the Prophet Ieremy. And 
as God is honored by an oath made 
with dew circumftances , we pro- 
fefsing therby,that he feeth althings 
and is the foueraigne truth,& defe- 
der of the trueth : foby the contrary 
the fame god is greatly diflionoured 
when an oath is made without truth 
or without iuftice,or without judge- 
mentrfor he that fo fweareth maketh 
ftew that cither God is ignorant of 
the matter , or that hee is a friend of 
tying and of antiquitie. • 

S Declare I pray in particular, what 
is to fweare with truth. 
M That one may fweare with truth 
it is neceflary that he do not affirmc 
with an oth any thing but that hee 
eertainely knoweth to be true : and 
that hepromife not with an oth any 
thing but that he will vndoub redly 

I 3, per- 
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performe. Whereupon they are per- 
mred,and finnc greeuoufly, that af- 
firme with an oathfuchthingesas 
they know are falfe , or do not know 
to be true. And inlikemaner , thofe 
that promife by oatlv that which 
they meane not to fulfil. 
S What racaneth to fweare with 

iuflice? 

M The meaning is , that a man 
promife not with an oath, to do anic 
thingjbut that which is lawfuLAnd 
therrorc they finne mod greeuoufly 
who promife with an oath , to rc- 
uenge injuries , or to do anic thing 
thatdifpieafethGod.Neitheroughc 

■^Siey to obfeme fuch pronaifes:" nei- 
ther do they bindeinanie fort. For 
no man can be bound to do eui!,for 
fo much aj thelawofGodbmdcch 
vs that we muft not do ir. • 
S What meaneth to fweare with 
iud&emcnt? l 

M The meaning is , to fweare with 

ad- 



aduifemcnt,& maturely: cofidering 
that it is not conuenien c to call God 
to witnefle, but in needful things of 
great importance , and with much 
fere and reuerenee." And therefore 
they offend, that for euerie trifle,yea 
playing & jeafting do fweare. Who 
by this euil cuftome of fweanng of- 
ten do eafely incurre perjurie, which 
is one of the greatefl finnes that can 
be committed. Whereupon afwell 
our Lord in the Gofpel , as S. lames 
in his Epiftle do command that wee 
do not fweare,that is .without necef- 
fitie. Andholiemendoeyeelde the 
feafo thercof,becaufe an oath being 
inuented for remedy of the weaknes 
of a mans credit : for that men doe 
hardly beleeue one an other,therfore 
an oath ought to be vfed,as we vfe a 
medicine.which is not ofte to be ta- 
ken, but as feldome, as well may be» 
S Declare then , if youfpleafe , the 
third part of this commandement, 

1 4 which 
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which confifteth in vowesf 
M A Vowe is a promife made to 
Godofforaegood thing graterul to 
his diuine Majeftie. Where you 
haue toconfidder three things, tirlt 
that a Vowe is a promife,and there- 
fore it fufficethnot to the making of 
a Vowe to haue a purpofe , & much 
le(Te a defire to do any thing:but the 
expreffe promife is required , either 
fey word of mouth , or at the lead in 
heart. Againeyou haue tocorifider, 
that this promife is to be made to 
God, to whom Vowes doe properly 
belong. And when you heare that a 
Vowismadeto ourLadie , or too- 
ther Saints, you muft vnderihnde 
that the fame is principally made to 
God,but in the honour of ourLady, 
or other Saints , in whome God re- 
maincth in a more particular maner 
and more excellently then in other 
creatures. So that a Vow made to a 
Saint is nothing elfe but a promife 

made 
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made vnto God , to honour the me- 
morie of fuch a Saint,with fome.p ie» 
fent : that is to honour God himfelf 
in his Saint. Thirdly, you haue to 
know , that a Vow cannot be made 
but of a good thing, and grateful to 
God, as holy virginitie , voluntarie 
pouertie,and the like things. Wher- 
fore he that fhould vowe to commit 
aaie finne,or anie acl not pertaining 
to the feruice of God; yea or anie 
good thing, which fhould hind era 
Greater good, mould not make pro- 
mife of a thing grateful to his diuine 
Maieftie , and therefore fhould not 
do him hbnour,but difhonour, and 
he fhould finne againft thisfecond 
commandement. As he alfo -fiftieth 
grecuioufly againft the fame com- 
mandement,thatmaketha vow and 
fulfilleth it not fo foone as he can. 
For God commandeth in holie 
Scripture , that whofoeuer maketh a 
Yowcdo not only remember toful- 

' fill 



fill it,butalfo that heeflackenot t© 

S Declare to me the lait part,which 
treateth of the praifeofGod,ando£ 

blafphemie. • ■ 

M God comraadethin the lalt part 
of this fcconde commandement, 
that a man fhal not blafpheametbut 
contrariwife, that he praife & blefle 
his holy name. And firft,forafmuch 
as appertaineth to the nraife , there 
is no difficultieatall : being mani^ 
felt that all good things comming 
vnto vs from God,and all tbe works 
of God being full of wifdome, of ju- 
ftice, and of mercie 5 it is reafon that 
in all things he be paifed, andblef- 
fed. But touching blafpheamie, it is 
neceffary you know that blafphemy 
is nothing elfe,but an injury done in 
wordes to God in himfelfe or in his 
Saints* And there are found fix forts 
of blafphemies. Thefirft, when that 

is attributed to God , which is falfe, 

as 
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as that he hath hornes,or like indig* 

nitie.Thefecond, when that is deni- 
ed to GodjWhieh belonged) to him, 
as Power,Wifdome,Iuftic e,or other 
excellences. As to fay that God can 
not do, or feeth fome things , or that 
he is not iuft. The third, wire that is 
tributcd to any creature , which is 
proper to God, as if one fay,that the 
tliuel knoweth the.things that are to 
come, or can worke true miracles. 
The fourth, when one curfeth God, 
or our Ladie , or other Saints. The 
fift, when fome members of Chrifr, 
or of Saints are named , to doe fome 
injurie,as if there were any things in 
them to bee aihamed of, as be in vs. 
The Cixty when one nameth fome 
parts ofChrift or of Saints , tojeftat 
them , as to faye :To the bread of 
Chrifl: or of Saint Peter: or other 
like things : which the enuie of the 
diuel , and the wickedneffe of man 
hath found out. 

Side- 
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S I defireto know howe great th* 
finofblafphemieis? 
M It is fo great, that it is in a ma- 
tter the greatcft of all other r which % 
may bevnderftoodbythepainthat 
it meriteth.Forthatinthe oldTefla- 
ment, God commandeth,that blaf- 
phemers fhould prefentlybeftoned 
byal the people. As the ciuillawes 
do alfo punifh blafphemets with 
d eath . And S.Gregorie writeth that 
a litle child of flue years old, hauing 
learned to blafphemeGod, and not 
being corrected by his father , died 
in his fathers lap , and his foule was 
carried away by diuels ('that appea- 
red vifibly)into hell fire.Which was 
neuer read to haue happened for a- 
ny other finne. Whereby wee may 
fee what diligence ought to ? be vfed 
in auoyding fo great an offence of 
his diuine iClaieftie: & the auoyding 
of this finne ought to be more eafie, 
feeing there is no commoditie nor 

plea- 
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pleafure gotten by it , as by fome o- 
ther fin there is , but the onely hurt 
which the finne bringeth with it. 
And yet wee ought neuer to finne, 
' though wee could game neuer fo 
great comoditie or pleafure thereby. 

Of the third Commandcment. ~ 

S T Haue vndcrftood the two firft 
lcommandements : now Idefire 
that you wil declare to me the third. 
M The thirdcommandemet, which 
is of keeping holiefeafts >is fomthihg 
differing from the others,becaufe al 
the others,to wit,the two that go be- 
fore, and the feauen which follow, 
are wholy natural,and bind not on- 
ly Chriftiansjbut tewes and Gentils 
alforbut this third is in part natural, 
and bindeth all men,& in part is not 
natura^neither bindeth it al :for that 
tofancTajiethe feafh,that is, to haue 
fome daws for holie,& to be fpent in 
holie works, & chiefly in the feruicc 
of God,is a naturall preceptrfor that 

natural 
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natural reafon teacheth it to al menj 
and fo io al partes of the world fbmc 
day is bbf eraecf feftiual. But the or- 
daining of fuch a day, that is,that it 
fliouldbeone, rather then an other, 
is not natural. And therfbre with the 
Iewes the principal fca ft was Satur- 
day e, withChriftiansitis the Sun- 
day. 

S For what caufe did God com- 
mand that the Iewesfhould obferue 
the Saturday, rather then anie other 
day? 

M There are two principal reafbm. 
The firft is becaufe, on the Saturday 
God finifhed the frame of the world: 
and therefore he would > that day 
fhould befa&ifiedin memory of this 
great benefite, of the creation of the 
world : Which ferued alfo to con- 
uince the error of certaine Phil ofo- 
phers ( who faid that the wdrld had 
alwaies bene) for that celebrating 
the feaft inmemorieof the creation 

©f 
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of the world , it miift needs be con* 
fefl'edthatthtworlde had a begin* 
riing. The fecond reafon is, becaufe 
a man hauing caufed his feruants, 
and hand-maides , ami his cattle to 
worke and wearie themfclues fixe 
daies of the wceke,God would that 
the feauenth day e , whichis the Sa- 
turday, the fameferuants & maides, 
yea,his Oxealfo and Atfe fhould re- 
pofe, and that matters fhould learne 
robeepittifull towardes their labo- 
rers, and not to bee cruell,but to 
hauccompafsioa alfo of their very 
bruit beaftes. 

S What is the caufe thatweChri- 
flians do not obferue the Saturday, 
as the Iewes doe , feeing there is fo 
good reafon to obferue 1 1? 
M With great reafogod hath chan- 
ged the Saterday into the Sunday, 
as hee hath alfo done CircumciGon 
into Baptifme,the Pafchal larnbe,in- 
to the bleflcd Sacrament, & al other 

good 
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good thingesoftheoklTeitaiaenv 
into better thinges in tbenewTe- 
ftaraent.Wherejore, if theSafUKiay 
was celebrated in mernorie of the 
creation of the worlde; becaufein 
that day the worke of the creation 
was ended.- with more reafon the 
Sunday is celebrated in memorie of 
the fame creation : for that in the 
funday. the faid creation was bf- 
gune : and if the I ewes did geue'to 
<3od the lair day of the weeke , then 
Chriftians do better , who gcue him 
the firft. Moreoucrvpon the Sun- 
day, memoneis made of three prin^ 
cipal benefites of put Redemption. 
For Chtift was borne on the funday, 
©n funday he rofe,and vpon Sunday 
be fent the HolieGhoft to his Apo- 
ftles.Finally the Saturday did ligni- 
fie the repofe which the hoKefoules 
had in Limbo:the Sunday fignificth 
the glorie which the holie fouls haue 
now, and die bodiesihal hiue here- 
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aftefinhe^uen. And therefore the 
IeWes di#cefcbrate the Saterdayi 
becaufe when they died they went 
to repofe in Limbo : but chriftians 
celebrate the funday ,bccaufe when 
they dye they go vnto the glorious 
bliffe of heauen: which yet is vnder- 
fiood , if they haue done wel accor- 
ding to the holie Law, which God 
hath geuen them. 

S Is it neceflarie to obferae other 
reaftesbefides the Sunday? 
M It is necefTarie toobferue manie 
other feafts,as well of our Lord^asof 
ourLadie, and of other Sainftesitb 
wit, al thofe which are commanded 
by holie Church . But we haue fto* 
ken in particular of the Sunday be- 
caufe itis themoft ancient and ofr- 
ncrcelebrared then anie other. As a- 
inongfl; the Iewes there were alfo 
manie feaftelftmt the moft ancientj 
iKbll frequent, and the greatcft of al 
was thc&bboth .- And therefore m 
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the ten comm5demems there is not 
expreffe mention made of anie, but 
of the Sabbaoth , to whieh , as we 
haue faid, the Suuday hath fuc- 

ceeded, -•■■■. , 

S What ought to be done , toob- 

ferue thefeaftes* 

M Two things are necefiarie : the 
firft is, to bftaine from feruil works: 
which are thofe , that feruants and 
artiflcers,are accuftomed to do,who 
labour moft fpecially with their bo- 
dies . For thofe workes in which the 
vnderftanding doth principally lar 
bour,cannot be called feruil ,though 
for helpe of the vnderftanding , the 
longue,thehand , or anie other cor- 
poral memberbc vfed . The fecond 
ihino- is", that in the commanded 
fea& we are bound tobe prefenj 
• at theholie Sacrifice of MalTe. And 
albeit holie Church 4 %indeth vs to 
no more : yet is it conuenient , that 
we fpend the whole day of the feaft, 

ex 
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or tliegreateft part thereof, in pray- 
er, and fpiritual feading,in vifiting 
Churches,in hearing fermons , and 
in doing likeholie exercifes: for this 
is the end, for which feaftes were 
infhtuted. 

S If feruil workes may not be done, 
on the feftmal dayes, the belles may 
not be ronguc,the table may not be 
made readie,& much lefle meate be 
drcflcd,for al thefe are feruil workes. 
M The commandement of not do- 
ing feruile works jisvndcrflood with 
two conditions. The firft, that they 
bee not necefTary to mans life , and 
therefore it is permitted to drefle 
meate, to make ready the table, and 
fuch like that can not bee done the 
day befbre.The fecond, that they be 
not neceflary for the feruice of God; 
for which it is allowed to ring the 
Eels, andto doc other workes in the 
Church that canot be done an other 
day . And befides thefe conditions, 

Ki it 
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it is alfo la wtull to do fcruile worker, 

vpon rhe holie d ay , when licence is 

granted by the Prelate for reafona- 

blecaufe. 
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Of ibi fourth Commandcment. 
S "HpHe fourth Command ement 

A followeth, which is of hono- 
ring onr father and mother. I defirc 
to know, wherefore the comrnande- 
ment of honoring our father & mo- 
ther, is the firft in the fecond table. 
M The cbtntrjandetnents of the fe- 
cond table belong to our neighbour 
dsthofe of the firft belong to God. 
And becaufe amongft all neigh- 
bours , our father and mother are 
mod neere to vs , to , whom wee arc 
molte bound e" , as of whom wee 
haue our being and our life, which is 
the foundation of all our temporal! 
good thinges , therefore with great 
reafon the fecond table beginnetli 
with the honour of our father and 
mother. 

S What 
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S What is vnderftood by this ho- 
nour which is due to our father and 
mother:' 

M Three thinges are vnderftood, 
helpe,obedience,&reuerence.Firft, 
wee are bound to helpe & afsift our 
father & mother in their necefskies. 
And this helpe in holy Scriptures is 
called honour. And it is great rcafo 
that children hauine^receiued life 
of their father & morher,ftiouId pro- 
cure to preferue vnto them the fam e 
life. Further wee are bounde to obey 
our father & mother,as S.Paul faith 
in all things in our Lorde , that is ,in 
all things which are conformable to 
the will of our Lord : for that when 
our father or mother commandeth 
vs any thing, which is contrary to 
the wil of God, then we'muft accor- 
ding to the commaundemente of 
Chrift , hate our father and mother, 
that is, not obey or giue eare vnto 
them, no otherwife then if they were 

K 3 our 
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our enimies.Finally We are bound to 
teuerence our father & mother in 
bearing them rcfpe&,and honoring 
them in words,& exterior behauior, 
as is conuenient:& Co great account 
God made of this in the olde tefta- 
nient ,that he commanded that who 
foeuer durft curfe his father or mo- 
ther ,fliould be killed. 
S I know not for what caufe the hw 
of God hath comanded the children 
that they mould help their father & 
mother, & to afsiftthem:& hath not 
alfo commanded the fathers & mow 
then ,that they fhould helpe & fuc- 
cour their children,efpecially whiles 
they are little & haue need of helpe. 
M Truelythe bonde is reciprocall, 
and all one, betwixt the parents and 
the children. Foreuenas the chil- 
dre are bound to help , toreuerence, 
arid to obey their parents: fo thepa- 
rents are bound to prouide for the 
childrenjnotonly meate & clothes, 

but 
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but alfo that they be taught and in- 
ftru&ed.But the law of parents to-- 
wardes their children , is fonaturall 
and 6rdirarie,rhat there is no neede 
ofanyotherwritten law, to put Pa- 
rents in mind of their bond towards 
their children. But contrariwife it is 
often feene,that children are not an- 
ftrerable in louc towardes theirpa- 
rcnts. And therfore it was neceflary 
to admonifli them by this comman- 
dement of their duticrneither is God 
contented with a bare commande- 
ment, but hath ad joyned a promife, 
and a threatning to make them ob- 
ferueit. 

SI would gladly know what pro- 
mife and threatning that is. 
M Vnto this fourth commandemet 
God adjoyneth thefe wordes ; that 
thon maift liuelong vpon the earth. 
Meaning that thofe Who honour 
their father and mother ,ihall haue 
forrewarde to liue long: and thofe 

K4 who

if* Cbriftian Doctrine, 

who do not honour chem 3 fhall haue 
amongft other puniflimets,this par- 
ticular, not to Hue long . And it is a 
very hift punifhment . For there is 
no reafcn , thar he enioy long life, 
who dtfhonoreth thofeofwhomhe 
receiued the fame life. 
S There occurreth vn to me to de- 
mand .whether this , that hath been 
faid of the father & mother, be vn- 
derftootf alfo of other fuperriors, 
who towardes vs haue the place of 
parents? 

M It is very wel considered of you. 
For indeed this commandement, is 
extended vnto al Superiors > «s wel 
Ecclefiaftkal as temporal. 

Of the fifth Commandement! 

S TP\Eclare now if you pleafe the 

JL/fiifth commandement. 
M This commandement chiefly 
forbiddeth murder , to wit , to ktl 
men.For to kil other liuing things,is 

not forbidden by this precept And 

the 
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the reafon is, becaufe liuing things 
wen created for man, and therefore 
where it is needeful that he ferae 
himfelf of the life of thofe liuiog cre- 
atures, he may kil them: but one 
man is not created for an other 
man, but for God, and therefore one 
man is not mauler of an other mans 
life: And fo it is not lawfuH for one 
man to kill an other. 
S Notwithftading we fee that Prin- 
ces and Gouernours put thieues and 
other malefactors to death, whone- 
uerthelefle are men, & it is nothol- 
den that they do euil herein,but we}. 
M Princes and Gouernours that 
haue publique authoritie,put male* 
factors to death, not as mailers of 
mens Hues, but as ministers of God, 
as S.Paul faith.Becaufe God willeth 
and commandeth that rnalefaclors 
bepuniflied & killed.when they de- 
ferue it, that good men may be fafc, 
and hue in peace. And for this pur- 

pofe 
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pofc God hath geuen the fword in- 
to the handes of Princes and Ru- 
lers to doiuftice , in defending the 
good, and chaftiHng the bad . And 
fo, when by pubhque authoritiea 
malefactor is put to death , it is riot 
called murder, but an aft of iufticc: 
and whereas the commandement of 

God faith : Thou (halt not kil , it is 
vnderftoodjbythypriuat authority. 
S I haue heare a doubt , whether 
this commandement forbiddeth a 
man to kil him felfe, as it forbiddeth 
to kil an other; 

M Without all doubt this com- 
mandement forbiddeth to kil hina- 
felfe , becaufe no man is mauler of 
his ownelife, man being made not 
by Iiimfelf , but by God. And there- 
fore no man by priuat authbritie 
can take the life from himfelf. And if 
any holie mci\ not to lo fe their faith, 
or their chaftitie, haue killed them 
felucs.it is to be thought , that they 
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had particular , and cleare infpirati- 
on from God to doe itj which other- 
wife could not be exeufedfro moft 
orieuous finne . For that who killcth 
himfelfe,killeth a man, and fo com- 
mitreth murder, which is a fin prin- 
cipally forbidden in this fift precept 
ofthelawe. 

S Wherforedo you fay principally? 
M Becaufe not only to kill is forbid- 
den, but alfo to hurt , to beat , or to 
doe anie other injurie whatfoeuer,to 
the body & perfon of our neighbor. 
Yea Chrift our Lord in the holie 
Gofpell, declaring this commande- 
ment, forbiddeth alfo difdaine, ha- 
tred, rancour, reuiling, & other like 
pafsionatbehauiour , and fpcaches, 
whic h vfually are the caufe & roote 
of murders^ And contrariwife, wil- 
lethjthat we bemeeke, and curte- 
ous, procuring peace and concord 
with all men. 
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Ot the fixt Commandement. * 

S V T\ 7Hat is contained in the 

V V fixe commandement? 
M The prohibition of adult ene is 
priucipalfy therein cotained .Which 
is to finne with an other mans wife. 
And for that, next vntohfe,honour 
(or honeftieS is moil: efteemed in 
this world, therefore next after the 
commandement, not to kill, with 
great reafonadulterieis forbid, by 
which honeftie is loft. 
S Wherefore doe you i fay , princu. 
pally ? 

M Becaufe in the ten commande- 
ments , which are lawes of Iuftice, 
thofe finnes are principally forbid, 
by which injufliceis more manifeft- 
ly committed, of which fort is adul- 
terie.But besides this all other fortes 
of carhall finnes are alfo fecondahly 
forbidden: as facriledge,which is to 
finne with a perfon confecrated to 
God: mccft, which is to finne with 

thofe 
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thofe of our owne kindred , deflow- 
ring,wbich is to finne with a virgin: 
fornication,which is to finne witha 
woman corrupted and fingle, as a 
Widow or a harlot: and other fortes 
of finnes more abhominable, which 
ought not fo much as to be named 
amongftChriftians. 
S Albeit I doe beleeue that all is 
true, which you haue faide,yetl 
would be glad to vnderftand, where 
vpbn it is grounded , that fornicati- 
on is a finne: for that he feen/jeth not 
to do any harme or in jurie vnto any, 
that committeth fimply fornication. 
M It is grounded in all lawes :in the 
law of Nature, in the written lawc* 
and in the law of Grace. In the lawe 
of nature it is found , that the Patri- 
arch Iudas would haue put to death 
a woman called Thamar, who had 
bin his fonnes wife , and being now 
widdow.was founde with childe. 
Whereby it appeareth , that in that 

time 
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■time, before the Law of Moles was 
#iuen,6y the inftinaof natnre, men 
3id know that fornication was linne. 
After in the lawe of Mofes, fornica- 
tion is forbidden in many places. 
And in the EpiftlesofS. Paul, wee 
reade many times , that fornicators 
(hall not enter into the glorie of 
heauen-Meither is it true,thatfornU 
cation doth no hurt nor in jurie to a- 
me. For it hurteth the fame woman, 
who thereby loofeth her fame : it 
hurteth the childe which is borne a 
baftard : itdothinjurte to Chrift,for 
we being all members of Chri(l,hee 
that committeth fornication , ma- 
keth the member of Chrift , the 
member of an harlot. Finally, hec 
doth in june to the Holie Ghoft ,for 
that our bodies are the temple of the 
Holie Ghoft, and fo he that defileth 
his bodie with fornication , defileth 
the temple of the Holie Ghoft. 
S Doth this fixt commaiidement 

for- 
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forbid any other thing, befides theie 
kinds of fin.which you haue named 
M It forbiddethalfoal other di/ho- 
nefties , which are as allurements to 
adultery ,or fornication :as lafauious 
lookes, vnchafte kifsing , and the 
like. And fo our Lorde taught vs in 
in the holie Gofpel, where declaring 
this fixt Commandement he faith: 
Whofoeuer (hall fee a woman to 
toft after her, hath already commit- 
ted aduourrie with her in 'his heart. 
And therfore it is neceftarie tojtnoie 
that will flxe from fuch finnes, to 
haue great care of their outwarde 
fenfes , aud efpecialJy of their eyes, 
whic h are as doores whereby death 
ofthefoule entreth. 

Ot thi fcuenth Commandemenc. 

S Y TX THat doth the feuenth 
V V comandement contain? 
M It containeth the prohibition of 
thecft , that is, to take the goodes 
of an other againfte the will of the 



owner. 
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owner. And fo in right order , theft 
is forbiden, after murder and adul* 
tcrie.For that amongft temporal, or 
worldlie things next to life, honour, 
(or honeftie) is eftemed & then the 
good es. or riches of this world. 
S Howmanie wayes is this feuenth 
commandement broken} 
M Two waies principally ,to which 
al others are reduced. The firft way 
is by takingan others goods fecret- 
ly, and this is properly called theft. 
The fecond principal way is by ta- 
kingan others goods openly,and by 
force, as robbers do by the high way: 
and this is called roberic. And albeit 
the commandement of God fpcak- 
ethofthe firft, faying : Thoullialt 
not fteale , yet it is vnderftood alfo 
of the fecond; for he that forbiddeth 
the lefle euil.without doubt forbid- 
deth alfo the greater. 
S What be the (Innes which are re- 
duced to theft and roberie , and are 

for- 
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forbid by this commandement. 
M They[are thefe.Firft al the frauds 
oVdeceiptswhkharevfed in buying 
& felling, and other like bargaynes . 
And thefe are reduced to theft : be- 
caufe he that vfeth fuch deceipts, 
taketh fecretly of his neighbours 
more then is due. Secondly , al vfu- 
ries , which are made by lending of 
money with coiienant^thatit ihal be 
reftored with fomething more : And 
thefe are reduced to roberie,becaufe 
he that taketh vfurie , exaftethtna- 
nifeftly more the he hathlent.Third- 
]y,al the damages which are done to 
our neighbour, though he that is 
the occafion thereof, gnine nothing 
thereby:As when one burnetii an o- 
ther mans houfe . And this is redu- 
ced fometimes to theft, and fome- 
times to roberie, according as the 
harme is done fecretly or manifeftly. 
Fourthly, he that pay eth not that he 
is bound to pay, finneth againft this 
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commandcment, as much as if he* 
fliould fteale, in chat hee keepeth an 
other mans goods againft the wilof 
the owner. Fifciy, he finneth againft 
the fame commandement,and com- 
mitteth theft,thatfindcth any thing 
that an other hath loft, and taketh it 
for himfelfetl fay,thatan other hath 
loft, becaufe it is not finne to take 
that which belonged to no bodie. 
As pretious (tones which fometimes 
are found by the fea fide. Six tly, it is 
reduced to theft or to robberie, whc 
one appropriated! to himfelfeanie 
thing which is common. For he that 
doth appropriate thinges that are 
common, depriueth the communi- 
tie of fuch things as belong to the 
wholeoodie. 

S I defire to know,if theft be a great 
finne? 

M AH mortall finnes may bee cal- 
led great , for that they depriue a 
man of eternall life : but theft hath 

this 
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this propertie,that it bringeth grea- 
teft euils with it : for we fee that Iu- 
das by the cuftome he had to fteale, 
appropriating to himfelfe, that was 
giuen him, for the common vfeof 
our Lord, and his holic Apoftles,it 
brought him in the endt to betray 
his owne moft holie Mafter. And 
we fee dailie that robbers flickenoc 
to kill men, whom they neuer did 
fee before , and to whom they hauc 
vo hatred nor enmitie, onely for de- 
deiire to take from them,that more 
©rlefTe,which they carry about the.* 
& God permitteth, that comonly 
thofe which take fro other mcn,en- 
joy it not long: as it fel toIudas,who 

hanged himfelf,&al thieues ordina- 
rily fal into the hands of juftice.

M Hitherto hath beenfpoken of 

injuries , which are committed 

' Lz againft 
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againft our neighbour in deedes, 
now follow the iniuries which arc 
done by wordes. And therefore the 
eight commandenient forbiddeth 
falfe witnes, which is the mod prim 
cipal iniurie,that is committed with 
wordes,. 

S I would know, whether it bee a* 
gainft this commandenient , when 
one fpeaketh that is falfe without 
harmetoanyman? 
M One may fpeake that is falfe, 
three maner of waies. Firft with da- 
mage to our neighbours when one 
accufeth an other before the iuftice, 
that he hath ftollen or killed, or the 
like,knowing that it is not true. And 
thisisa;wicked and pernitious lie. 
Secondly , to helpe or excufe his 
neighbour, as when one tellcth a lie 
tofaueanother from tone danger. 
And this is called an officious lie. 
Thirdly ,when one telleth a lie, with- 
out either harming or helping any 

man* 
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man. And this is called an idle lie. 
The firft of all thefe three maners is 
properly forbidden by this com- 
mandement , becaufe i t is not onely 
a falfe teftimonie,but vniuft alfo, & 
amoftgrieuousfinnc. The other 
1 two maners, albeit they contain not 
alwaies iuftice , and are not fo orie- 
uous finnes, as the firft, yet they are 
alwaies finnes,at theleaft venial.For 
that a lie ought not to bee tolde for 
any thing in the world. 
S Doth this precept containe any 
thing, befids the prchibitio of a lief 
M It containeth the prohibition of 
three other finnes, which are com- 
mitted by the tongue, and in fome 
forte are reduced to falfe witneiTe:

As if one 
faye to an other , that he is ignorant 
or of litte wit, bafe, infamous, or the 
like. And that this is a great finne, 
being fpoken with an injurious 
meaning : our Sauiour declareth in 
the holy Gofpel,where he fa»th,that 
he that calleth his brother foole,fhal 
beguiltieof helfire.1 faid when it is 
fpoken with an injurious rriinde: 
for when it is fpoken in ieft,or to ad- 
monifli, or corrects fometimes a 
father fpeaketh to his childe, or a 
matter to his Scholar, without mea- 
ning to iniurie him,then it is notco- 
tumely , nor any fin , for molt parte, 
but fomtimes it may be a venial fin. 
S What is detra&ion ? 
M Detraaion4s to take away the 
fame of our neighbour^in fpeaking 
euillof him . And thigpone either 
by fpeaking ill falfiy , or by telling 
fome euill that is true , but was fe- 
crete. Whereby our neighbour loo- 

feth 
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feth the good-name which he had 
with them., -who did not know his 
finne before. And this detra&ion is 
a very frequent finne amongft men, 
and verygrieuous and dangerous, 
becaufe a mans name is more worth 
then his goods , and by feme it is 
more efteemed then life it felfe. And 
therefore it is a great wrong to make 
them Ioofe it . And whereas it is an 
eafie thing to find remedie for other 
lotfes, a good name when it is Ioft,is 
not recouered without great diffi- 
cultie. And befides all this, hee that 
by his detraction hath taken it away 
is bound to reftore it. Wherefore,it 
is a moft profitable counfel,tofpeake 
well alwaies of all men , when it can 
be done with truth, ;uid when it can 
not,thenbefilenti 
S Whatmeaneth curfingf 
M Malediction or curfing is, when 
one curfeth his neighbour , as by 
fayingjdirfed be he, or by vttering,. 

t L«f other 
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otherferts of maUdi&ioos againtt 
him, as faying^ fuch an euil , or fuch 
an one take thee. And this cutting is. 
amoft erieuous fin, when it is fpo- 
ken with hatred & with defire that 
fuch euils com&vnto his neighbour 
in earnefte. Brat when it is done, 
without hatred or cuill defire , as in 
ieaft, or to make fporte » ©t vppon 
fome fuddaine difda&ie, without te- 
garde to that hee fpeakctlvit is leflc 
euill} yet it is for all that , alwaies e- 
uill, for that from the mouth of a 
ChriftiaH , who is the fonne of God 
by adoption, nothingoughttopaun 
but benediction.

S \7\ 7Hat doeth the ninth 
V V Commandement con* 
taync? 

M It contayneth the prohibition 
ef the defire to haue thy neigh- 
bours wife. For that albeit in the 

fixt 
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fixt Commandement adulterie'is 
forbidden :yet God would feueere- 
ly forbid the defire of adulteric, to 
giue vs to vnderftad , that thefe two 
are diuerfeflnnes. 
S It feemeth that injhis Comman- 
demetthe defire of amil terie, which 
a woman committeth with the huf- 
band of an other woman is not for-' 
bidden, butofly the defire of adul- 
terie, which a man committeth with 
the wife of an other man, feeing it is 
faid,thou ihalt not defire thy neigh- 
bours wife. 

M It is not fo. But the defire of aduk 
terie is forbidden,afwel of a woman i 
as of a man: for albeit it is faid, thou 
(halt not defire thy neighbours wife: 
yet that is fpoken vnto the mantis 
vnderftoodtobe fpoken alfo to the 
woman :becaufe in the man as more 
notable,is contained alfo the woma. 
And befids cuery one knoweth that 
the adul terie of a woman , is more 
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infamous, at leafte in the fight of 
the worlde then of a man: as the h o- 
neftie & ihamcfaftnes , is alfo more 
commended in a woman , then in a 
inan.Secing then it is forbidden to a 
man to dehre an other mans wife, 
without doubt it is alfo forbidden to 
a woman to defire an other womans 
husband. 

S You haue faide before, that where 
adulterieis forbidden, all other car- 
nail finnes are alfo forbidden. I de- 
fire to knowe whether the famebee 
vnderftood of the defire. 
M There is no doubt at all but that 
when the defire ofadulterie is for- 
bidden, the defire alfo of fornication 
and of all other dilhonefties , is vn- 
derftood to bee forbidden , for that 
the fame reafon is of all thefe finnes. 
S I would know whether euery de- 
fire of an other mans wife be finne, 
although there be no confent of the 
will to fuch a defire:' 

MS.Grc- 
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M S. Gregory the Pope harh t aug th 
vs,thatinari euill defire there aie 
three degrees . The firft is called 
fuggeftion j the fecond delettationj 
the third confent. Suggeftion is 
when the diuell putteth into the 
minde a diflioneft thought, which is 
accompanied with a fuddaine be- 
ginning of euill defire : and if to this 
iiiggcftion, there be refiftance made 
prefently , fo that it come to no dc- 
light,a man doth not fin,but merite 
before God : but if the fuggeftion 
pafTe to a fenfuall delectation, and 
there bee no confent of reafon and 
will,then aman is not without fome 
venialltinne : but if to the fuggefti- 
on and delegation , the confent of - 
reafon and will be annexed,fo that a 
man perceiue it and defire it , and 
willingly remaine in fuch a defire & 
thought, it is a mortall finne, and 
this is that which is properly forbid- 
den in this commanderaent.

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Of the tenth Commandement. 

S \7\/Hat doth the tenth 
V V Commandement con- 
tayne? 

M 1 1 contayneth the prohibition of 
the defire of an other mans goods, 
afwell ijnmooueable,as are his houfe 
and landes, as mooueable , fuch as 
money ,cattle,fruits,& other things 
And fo is perfect iuftice fulfilled, 
when we doe injurie to our neigh- 
bour, neither in worke nor in worde, 
nor fomuchas in thought & defire. 
S I do maruel that God hauing for- 
bidden murder,adulterte t and theft, 
he doth not forbid thedefire of mur- 
der, as he forbiddeth the defire of a* 
dulcerie, and theft. 
M The reafon is this,becaufe a man 
doeth not defire principally, any 
thing, but that which bringeth him 
fome »ood,at theleaft in apparance. 
Andfohee defireth adulterie , be- 
eapfe itbringetfedelight he defireth 

theft, 
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theft, for that it bringeth profite: 
murder bnhgeth no good at all , & 
therefore it is not defir ed for it felfe, 
but only to attaine to adulterie,or to 
theft, or to fome other his defigne- 
ments :for this caufe,thou gh the de- 
fire of murder , be a moft grieuous 
fm,yet God did not forbid it parti* 
cularly: for that it might be vnder- 
ftood as forbidden, when murder it 
felfe was forbidden. Befides,hauing 
fiiutthedoorestodifordinat defires 

of delectation, and of commodities, 
consequently were ftiut vp alfo the 
defires of murder , which for moft 
partis notdefired,but to attayne to 
fome commoditie,or delight. 
S I would know, for what caufe the 
defire is neuer prohibited by hu- 
maine lawcs,as we fee it is forbidden 
in this law of God. 
M The reafon is manifeft , for that 
men, although they bee Popes, or 
Emperours,dorioc fee the harts, but 
v only 
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onely the exteriour things,& there- 
fore being not able to iudge the 
thoughts and defires , much lefle 
can they puniih them, and fo it is 
not conuenient they (hould bu- 
fiethemfelues in forbidding them. 
But God that difcerncth the harts 
of all men , can punifhe the euill 
thoughts and defires : and there- 
fore he forbiddcth them in his holie 
law.

S T Defire to know, ifbefidesthe 
1 commandements of our Lord, 
there beany counfcls alio of his, to 
Hue more perfectly. 
M There are many moft holy coun- 
fejs and moft profitable to obterue 
the commandements with more 
perfection : But there are three moft 
principal!} voluntary pouertie^ha- 
ftitie,and obedience. 
S Wherein cbnfifteth the counfell 
©fpouertie. 

M In hothauirio; any thing proper, 
all his goodes being giuen to the 
poore , or put into the common, 
which likewife hath giuen all to the 
poore . And this counfell Chrifte 
taught,not6neJy in wordes: butal- 
foby his example. And aftet Chrifl, 
the holy Apoftles followed it,as alfo 
allthefiftt Chriftians , who dwelled 
in Ierafalem, in the time of the Pri- 

matiue 



«aaue€hurch:and finally al reli Z 
ous perfoks make vow to obfeme 
this holie counfaile of voluntarie 

fouertie. 
r Wherein confifteth the counfaile 
ofchaftitie? 

M In a refolution to be perpetually 
chaft, not only abflayning from all 
fortes of carnal finnes, but alfo from 
Mariage .And this coufaile alfo our 
Lord taught by word and example. 
And our Ladie likewife obferued the 
frnie,S.IohnBapti(t,al the Apoftles;, 
after they were called by Chrift to 
the Apoftlcfliip. And al religious 
perfons make particular vow hereof 
as alfo al Ecclefiaftical men, that 
take holie Orders. 

S Where in confifteth the coun- 
faile of obedience^ , 
M In renouncing our proper iudfri 
went, jmd proper wil, which in the 
hohe Gofpel is called, denyingofa 
mans feife , and to fubieclhimfclfe 

M to 
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to the wiVor his fuperior ,in*l things 
thae be not againft God . And this 
counfailc likewife the Sauiour of the 
world, taught not only in word, but 
alfo by his exaraple,obeying in all 
things his eternallFather,and fub- 
initung himfetf when he was a child 
to his'mothe^andto S. Iofepbhis 
fuppofed Father , the fpoufe of our 
B. Lady, albeit indeedc he was not 
his Father,being borne of a mother, 
Who was al waies a Virgin. And this 
is the third counfaile, to the which 
ail religiousperfons bind themfelues 

byvowe. ; . . 

S Wherefore are there three pnnci- 
pall counfailes, and no moe? 
M Becaufe thefe principall coun- 
failes feme to take away the impedi- 
ments ofperfeftion : that conhfteth 
in charity , for the impediments are 
three , to witte , the loue of goods, 
which is taken away by pouerty : the 
loae of carnali pteafares , which i$ 

taken 



taken away by chaftitic : & the louc 
of honour and power which is taken 
away by obedience. Moreouer , bc- 
caufc a man hath but three forts o£ 
goods jto wit,afoule,abody,and his 
exterior wealth,thereforegium» the 
exterior goods to God by pouertie, 
hisbodieby chaftitie, and his foule 
by obedience, he maketh a Sacrifice 
vnto God of all that he hath, and fo 
difpofeth himfelfe to perfeator* of 
charitie , in the belt mancr that m 
this life is pofs*ble. 

Chap. IX. The declaration of the Sa- "* 
crament $ ofholie Church. 

S T Have Jearned through the 
lgraceofourLorde, the three 
principal parts of Chnftia doarine, 
it remaineth that you declare vnto 
me the fourth, which, if I we U r e- 
member,contayneth the feauen Sa- 
craments of the Church? 
M This part of doarine is alfo v cry 
profitable, & therefore it is conuc-

eht chat yoiifearae it with great di- 
ligence. You rauft then know, that 
in the hoUc Church there is a great 
treafure , to wit thefe holie Sacra- 
ments, by mcancs whereof, were- 
ceiuc the grace of God.we keepe it, 

weincreafcit, and when by our de- 
falt wee lofeit, wee may recouer it a- 
gain. I wil therfore declare vnto you 
what a facraraent is , how many Sa- 
craments there bee , by whom they 
were inftituted,and fome other f ewe 
things :and after we will come to the 
declaration of euerie one of them in 

particular. 

S. Begin thenIprayyou,to declare 

what a Sacrament is > which I much 
defiretovnderftand. n 

M ASicramentisaholyMyltery, 

by which God beftoweth his grace, 
and with all it reprefenteth exterior- 
ly the inaifibleeffea, which grace 
worketh in our foule. For if wee were 

fpirits without bodies,** the Angels 
* are 
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are 3 God would giue vs his grace fpi-. 
ritually : but becaufe we are compo- 
fed of a foule and abodie, therefore 
our Lord condefcending to our na- 
ture > geueth vs his grace by means 
of certayn corporal actions , which 
as I haue faid, together with certain 
exterior fignes declare to vs the ia- 
ward effeft of grace.As for example 
holie Baptifme , which is one of the 
Sacraments , is done by wafting the 
bodie with water, and therwith cal- 
ling vpon the moft holie Trinitie. 
By means of which ceremonious wa- 
(hing,God geueth his gracc,& put- 
tethit in the foule of him, that is 
baptifed.And itinftru&eth vs, that 
as that water waflieth the bodie, io 
grace wafheth the foule &clenfeth 
it fromalfinne. 

S If I haue wel vnd erftood , three 
conditions are requifit to the nature 
of a Sacrament :M, that it be a ce- 
remonie,oras we would fay, an ex- 

M 3 te- 
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exterior a&ion:thefecond,thatGod 
by it giue his grace : the third ', that 
the fame cereraonie haue afimili- 
tudc with the effe&of grace,andfo 
reprefent and fignifie it exteriorly. 
m You haue vnderftood it very wel. 
Now you haue to know further,that 
thefc Sacraments are in al feauen,& 
arc called Baptifme , Confirmation 
or Chrifme, Euchariil,PenancejEx« 
treame Vn&ion,Order,and Matri- 
monicThe reafon ythcrfore they are 
feauenis this : for that God would 
proceed in giumg vs fpintual life,as 
he vfeth to proceed in giuing vs Qur 
corporaIlife.Touchipg corporal life, 
firft is needful to be borne,fecondly, 
*s needfull to grow, thirdly,is need- 
full to be nourifhed:fourthly when a 
man falleth ficke,itis needful he vfc 
phificke: fiftly , when he muftfighr, 
he hath need to arme himfelfe: fixt- 
]y is needfull, that there bee fome to

and this is done by the Sacrament 
ofMatrimonie. 

S Who found out, and inftituted fo 
marucilous things? 
M Thefe Sacraments being foad- 
mirable,could not be deuifed other- 
wife then by diuine wifdome,nor 
inftituted by any other then by 
God,who can giue vs grace: and to 
ChriftourLorde, who is God and 
man , deuifed and inftituted them. 
Moreouer all the Sacraments are as 
certaine condi&s,by which the ver- 
tue of Chrifts Pafsion is deriued v n- 
to vs. And fure it is, that none can 
beftow the treafure of Chrifts pafsi- 
on , but in that maner and by thofe 
meanes,which chrift hath ordained. 
S I would gladly know if in the time 
of the old Teftanieiit^here were Sa-

lent as ours?

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of Chrift gouerne the Church. 
S To whom doth it belong proper- 
ly to giue Baptifme <i 
M It belongeth to a Pried by pro- 
per office, and chiefely to thofe who 
haue charge of foules . But when a 
Prieft can not be had , it belongeth 
to a Deacon , and incafcof nccefsi- 
tie,to wit, when there is danger that 
the partiefhould die without Bap* 
tifrne , it belongeth to eueryone, al- 
well Prieft as £ay-man , as well man 
as woman: but alwaies order is to be 
obferued,that a woman baptife not, 
if a man may be had-, and that a Lay 
manbaptife not,if any Ecclefiafhcal 
pcrfonbeprefent} and amonglttc- 
clefiafticall, alWaies the leflc mult 
giue place to the greater. 
S I marnell that'Baptifme isgiuen 
to litk children fcarcc bornc,who do 
not know what they take. ■ 

M Thenecefsitie of Baptifme i$fo 
great, that who dyeth without it/* 
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attheleaft, without defiring it, can 
not enter into heauen: andbecaufe 
litle infants, are in great danger to 
die eafely , and can jiot at that age 
haue any fuch defire of Baptifme; it 
is therefore neceflarie to baptife the 
with all fpecde that may be. And al- 
though they knowe not what they 
take, the Church fupplyeth thede- 
feft which by the godfather & god- 
mother anfwereth and promifeth 
for them, and this fufficcthtbecaufe 
as by themcanes of Adam wee are 
fallen into fin , and into the offence 
of God , nof knowing any thing? fo 
God is contcnted,that by meanes of 
Baptifme,and of the Church,we bee 
deliuered from finne,and turneinto 
his grace , yea though we know no- 
thing thereof. 

S What meaneth godfather and 
godmother of whom'you fpoke, and 
what is their office? 
M To the adminigration of Bap- 
tifme 
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tifrae , by ancient cuftome ptthe 
Church , concurreth a man who is 
called a godfather, and alfo a wo- 
man , who is called a godmother, 
that is , an other father and mother 
in things pertaynin* to God . And 
thefe two,or on of them holdcth the 
child,whiles it is chriftned, and an- 
fwereth for it , when the Pneit de- 
madethof the child, if it wil be bap- 
tifed, andifitbelcuetheAraclesof 
the faith, andtrthcrfuch like things. 
And after when the child groweth 
in yeares , the godfather and god- 
mother are bound, to haue care to 
inftruft it,in matters,of faith,and in 
good raaners, if the father and mo- 
tiier be herein negligent. And more 
oueritistobe noted , that by B^ 
tifme they become alyedby aipin 
tual affinitie, to the partie that is 
baptifed, and to his father and mo- 
the^aswelhe thatbaptifeth, as the 
godfather and godmother. 
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Of the Sacrament of Confirmation. 
S t. J\ JEhauefpokenfufficient- 

V V ly of Baptifme, tel me 
now,I pray you,what meaneth con- 
firmation or Chrifme , which is the 
{econd Sacrament. 
M The (econd Sacrament is cal- 
led Confirmation , becaufe the ef- 
feft therof is to confirme the bapti- 
fed in faith,as we (hal fay by and by. 
It is alfo called Chrifme which is a 
frreeke word,and fignifieth vn&ion , 
becaufe in this Sacrament,the fore- 
head of the perfon that receiueth 
this Sacrament, is anointed with ho- 
Iie Chrifme .For as in Baptifme the 
baptifed is ^aftied with water , to 
figmfie that the grace of God waili- 
eth his fbule from all fpot of fmnes: 
foinChrtfme the forehead is anoin- 
ted , to fignifie that the grace of 
God anoynteththefoule , & focom- 
iForteth and fortifieth it, that it may 
fi»ht assiinft the diuel, and confefle 
•'■* N bold- 
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boldly the holy faith, without feare 

of torments,orof death it ftlfe. 

S In what time ought this Sacra* 

menttobereceiuedj' 

M It ought to bee recciued , when 

thechilde is comctovfe of reafon, 

becaufe then hee beginneth rocon- 

fefle his faith , and hath need to bee 

confirmed and eftablifhed in the 

grace of God. 

S Doth this Sacrament worke any 

thing eUVbeGdes the fortifying of 

the foule? 

M It leaueth a carafter or marke 
fixed and printed in the foule.which 
neuer can beefcrapecl out : & there- 
fore this Sacrament r<$n not beere- 
ceiued oftner then once. 
S What neede is there to imprint in 
the foule any other marketing that 
of baptifme may fuffice? 
M This fecond caraftar or marke is 
not imprinted without caufc . For 
that by the firft,a maisonly knowea 
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to be a Chri(han,that is of the fann- 
lieof Chnft : but by this fecond,iti« 
knowne,chathe is a fouldierof chrift 
and therefore he carrieth in his foule 
the armes of his captaine , as in the 
world, fbuldiers carrie them on their 
|arments, & whofoeuer receiue this 
Sacramenr, and goe into hell , /hall 
haue the greater confufion, for that 
euery one fliall fee, that they made 
profefsioofthe fouldiers ofchri{t,& 
are after fo fowly reu olted from him. 

O i the Sacraments ofilicEucharift. 

S \A A * it pleafe y©u declare to 
i ▼ -ime nowe the third Sacra- 
ment : 8t firft tel me what meancth 
this word Eucharifl? 
M This is a greekewofdalfo,&it 
ngnifyeth , grarefull memorie , or 
thanklgiuing. For in thh SacrsmZt, 
memorie is made , 5c thanks are °i~ 
utntoGod , for the moll excellent 
banefite, of the holy Pafsion of our 
Sauiour , and tftthal! there is giuen 

N 2 the 
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the truebodie & bloud of our Lord, 
for winch wee are bound to render 
perpetuall thanks to God. 
S Declare to me more fullie all that 
is contained in this holy Sacrament, 
that knowing thegreatnes thereof, 
I may the better honour it. 
M The Hoaft which you fee vpon 
the Altar , before it be confecrated, 
is nothing elfe but a tide bread, 
made in forme of a thin Wafer cake: 
but immediatly , when the Prielt 
hath pronounced the confecration, 
there is prefent in the Hoaft the true 
bodie of our Lord : and becaufe the 
true bodie of our Lord is limng, and 
vnited to the Diuinitie,in the perfon 
of the Sonne of God,therefore toge- 
ther with the bodie is the blood al- 
~ fo and the foule, and the Deitie,and 
■fo whole Chrift, God and man .In 
theCame maner in the Chalice , be- 
fore the confecration, there is no- 
thin? elfe but a Utle wine with a title 
° wa- 
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water, but fuddenly the confecrati- 
on being ended , there is the true 
blood of Chrift : and becaufe the 
blood of Chrift is not forth of his 
bodie, therefore in the Chalice, to- 
gether with the blood, are the body, 
the foule, and the Deitie of the fame 
Chrift, and fo whole Chrift, God, 
man. 

S I doe yet fee , that the Hoaft after 
the confecration, hath the figure of 
bread as before,and that which is in 
the Chalic e , the figure ©f Wine, as 
before. 

M So it is, that in the Hoaft there 
remaineth the figure and alfo the 
colour,and the tafte of bread, which 
was there before , but not the fub« 
ftance of bread , which was before. 
And fo vnder the forme of bread, 
there is not bread ,* but the bodie of 
our Lorde. And the better to vnder- 
ftand this,I wil giueyou an example 
You haue heard that Lots wife was 
N 3 con- 
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conuerted into a ftatute of fait: thofe 
that fa w theftatute,did fee the figure 
of Lot his wife , which then was not 
any more Lots wife butvnderthe 
figure of a woman was fait. As there 
fore in that conuerfion , the inward 
fubftance was changed, Sctheout- 
wardfhaperemaynedrfoin thisMy- 
ftcrie,the inward fubftance is chan- 
ged from bread into the bodie of 
our Lord ,, the outward figure of 
bread remaining, which was there 
before. Thcfame alfo you are to vn- 
derftand of the Chalice, that is,that 
there is the figure,thc tafte, the co- 
lour & thefmel of yvine: yet is there 
not the fubftance of wine , but the 
blood of our Lord,vnder that forme 
pf wine. 

S It fcemeth to me a great thing 
that a great body, as that of our lord, 
can be Vnder fo litle a forme as that 
of the confecrated Hoafi 
M It is certainely a great thinge, 
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but the power of God is alfo great 
who can dp greater things then we 
can vnderftandrand fo Chrift when 
hefaid,in the holie gofpel, that God 
could make acamel,which is a beaft 
bigger the ahorfe, to paffe through 
the eye of a nedle, he added, that 
with me the! e things are impossible; 
but with God al things are poffible. 
S I would be glad to haue fome ex- 
ample, how the fam6 bodieofour 
Lord , can be in fo manie hoftes as 
are in fo many Altars. 
M Itisnotneedfullto vndcrftand 
the wonders of God,but it fufFiceth 
to beleuethcm/eeing we are certain 
that God canot deceiue vs. Yet I wil 
giue you an example for yourconfb- 
fation. It is fure that our foule is but 
one & is whole in al the members of 
the body, al wholly in the head,al in 
the feet, yea whole in euery litle part 
of our bodie ; what marueili is it 
then jthat God can make the body of 

N4 his 
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his Sonne to be in manyHoaft$,fee* 
in* one and the fame foule to bee 
whole & intire, info many & fo di- 
ners and diftinft parts of the bodied 
It is read in the life of S.Anthohie of 
Padm , that the fame time hee was 
Preaching in a citie of Italic, he was 
alfo by Gods power in PortHgal> to 
do fome other good works. And if 
God could make Saint An thonie, to 
be, in two places at one time,To farre 
diftan t, & that in his prop er forme, 
wherefore can he not make that 
Chriftbeprefent inmanie Hoafts, 
vnder the forme of the fame Hoaft? 
S Tel me, I pray you, if Chrift de- 
part from Heauen when he com- 
methinto the Hoafts., or remained* 
he ftil in Heauen? 

M When our Lord beginneth to 
be prefentin the holie Hoaft,he de- 
parteth not from heauen, but by di- 
nine power, heeisboth prefentin 
Heauen and in the Hoaft. Take the 

ex- 
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example of our foule : when one is i 
child c of few daies old, and very lit- 
tle as you fed j and being meafured, 
is founde to bee but one Palme in 
length, after increafing, he become 
meth double fo bigge as he was be* 
fore; and fo being meafured >he is a- 
boue two Palmes. Now I demande 
of you,if the foule which vt^s firft in 
one palme only,hath left th^tpalme 
to come into the fecond or no i Sure 
it is that it hath not left it, neither is 
it inlargedj.becaufe it is inuifible,fo 
that without leauing] the firft, it 
commeth alfo into the fecond: euen 
foour Lord leaueth not heauen to 
come into the Hoaft, neither lea- 
ueth the one Hoaft to be in an o- 
ther, but he is prefent in Heauen 6c 
in all the Hoaftes at once. 
S Now I haue learned that which is 
contained in this moft holy Sacra- 
ment : I defire to know what things 
are requilltc to receiue it worthelyjf 

MThree 
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M Three things are requuired, the 
firftis, that the partie doe confcfle 
himfelfc of all his finncs, & procure 
that he be in the grace of God,when 
heegoeth to communicate , for that 
one of the caufes,wherefore this Sa- 
crament is giuento vs, vnder the 
forme of bread , is to the end we vn- 
derftand,that it is giuento liuing 
men,& not to dead-men.to nouriih 
the grace of God, and to increafe it. 
TheYecond thing is, that wee be al- 
together faffing^ that is , at the leaft 
from midnight forward we haue ta- 
ken nothingtno not fomuch as a litlc 
water.The third,that we wcl vnder- 
ftand what we do, and that we haue 
deuotio vhto fo great a myftcrie : & 
therforethis facrament is not giuen 
to children, neither tofooles,neiither 
to any other that hath not the vfe of 

reafon. 

SHowoftc ought wetocomunicat? 

M The bon<k>fhol^ Church is to 

t ■ com* 
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communicate at leaft once ayearc, 
& that at Eafter. Yet it is conuenient 
to do it oftner, fo it be by the aduice 
ofourghoftly father* 
S Declare now vnto mce , the fruite 
which is gotten by this Sacrament, 
and the endc for which it was infti- 
tuted. 

M For three caufes:Chrift our Lord 
hath inftituted this moft noble Sa- 
crament* Firft r that it /hould be the 
meate of foules : fecondly , that it 
fliould be a facrifice of the new law: 
thirdly,that it might be a perpetual!: 
memorie of his Pafsion, and fo a 
moft: deare pledge of his loue to- 
wards vs. 

S What effe£fc doth it workeinre* 
fpeft it is the meate of foulest 
M It worketh that effe& which cor- 
poral! meate worketh in bodies, 
6c therforc it is giuen to vs in forme 
of bread : for like as bread confcr- 
uwh naturall heate, wherein the life 

of 
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of the bodie confiftedi : fo this moft 
holie Sacrament,when it is worthely 
receiued conferueth and increafeth 
charine, which is the life and health 
of the foule. 

S What effe& dothitworkeasitis 
a Sacrifice? 

M It reconfileth God vnto the 
worlcJ, & obteyneth maniebenifirs, 
not only for the liuing , but alfo for 
the dead,that are in purgatorie. You 
muft vnderftand that in the old Te- 
stament they offered vnto God ma« 
Bie Sacrifices of beaftes, but in the 
new Teftament in place of althofe 
Sacrifices, is fucceeded the Mafle, 
in which by the hands of the Prieft 
is offered vnto God , the moft ac- 
ceptable Sacrifice of the bodie and 
bloud of his Sonne , which was fig- 
nified in althofe facrifices of the old 
Teftament* 

S What effe& worketh it, as the 
memorial and pledge oftheloue of 

our 
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our Lord towards vs? 
M It maketh vs mindful of fo great 
a benifite,and in flameth vs to ioue 
him againe , that hath loued vs fo 
much. And therefore like as God in 
the old Teftament, would haue the 
Iewes not only to eate Manna* 
which he fent them from Heauen, 
but alfo haue them keep one vefTel 
ful of the fame,in memorie of all the 
benefits he (hewed them , when he 
brought them out of Egipt:fo Chrift 
would that this moft holie Sacra- 
ment , fliould not only be eaten by 
vs , but alfo that it be conferued on 
the Altar, and fometimes carried in 
Procefsion, that when foeuer we fee 
it, we may remember his infinite 
goodnes towards vs.But in particu- 
lar the holie Mafle is a briefc reprc- 
fentation of the whole life of our 
lord, that the fame may ftil remaine 
in our mindes. 

S I would know how die MaCTe ft a- 

re- 
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rcprefentation of the life of Chrift; 
that thereby I may become more 
deuout and attentiue, when lam 
prefent thereat. 

M I wil declare it briefly. The/»* 
troitus^ox beginning) of the Mafic, 
doth fignifie the dcfire which the 
holie Fathers had of thecommin* 
of our Lord. The Kejrieleifon figm- 
fieth the voice of the fame Patriar- 
ches and Prophets , demanding of 
God,this commingof chrift,folong 
defired. Gloria in exceljis, fignifieth 
the Natiuitie of our Lord.The pray- 
ers next following, fignifie his pre- 
fentatiou & offering in the Temple. 
TheEpi{tie,which is readc at the lift 
end of the Altar .fignifieth the prea- 
ching of S. Iohn Baptift . Whoin- 
uited a al men to Chrift. The Gradual 
fignifieth the conuerfion of the peo- 
ple by the preaching of S. Iohn.The 
aofpel ,which is read at the right end 



of the altar, fignifieth the preaching 
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©four Lord, which bringeth vs from 
the left hand vnto the right: that is, 
from temporal things to eternal 1,& 
from finne to grace:Iights alfoare 
carried,& incenie burned to fignifie 
that the holie Gofpel hath lightened 
the world, & filled it with the good 
fauorS of the glorie of God . The 
Crede fignifieth the firft conuerfion 
of the holie Apoftles, and other Di- 
fciples of our Lord.The fecret pray- 
ers after the Creede fignifie the fe- 
cret prattifes of the lewes againft 
Chrift.The Preface,which is fongue 
wtthalowd voice, and endeth with 
Ofautta in excel/is, fignifieth the fo- 
lemne enterance which Chrift made 
into Ierufalem on Palme-funday. 
The Canon fignifieth the Paffion. 
of our Lord.The eleuation of theho- 
lieHoaftc and Chalice, rcprefen- 
teth to vs , that Chrift was eleua- 
ted vpon the Croffe . The Pater m- 
V,fignifieth,the praier of our Lord 

whiles 
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whiles he did hang ontheCroffej 
the breaking of the Hoaft fignifieth 
the wound made by thefpeareper- 
cing his fide . The Agntu #''>% 
nifieth the lamentation of the Ma- 
nes, at the taking dowie of Chrift 
from the CroiTe.f he communion of 
the Prieft, fignifieth the burial of 
Chrift. ThePoft-communionfong 
with ioy, fignifieth the Refurre&io. 
JtemiSa ^/fignifieth the Afcefion. 
Thebenediaiop of thePrieft figni- 
fieth the comming of the Holir 
Ghoft. The Gofpel at the end of 
Maffe, fignifieth the preaching of 
theholie Apoftles ,*when being fil- 
led with the holie Ghoft, theyDe- 
Mn to preach the Gofpel through 
iie whole world, and fo begane the] 
conuerfion of theGentils. 

Ot'thc Sacrament or rcnance. 

'Her e followeth nowe the 

* fourth Sacrament , which is 

called Pcnance:declare therefore , I] 

pray 
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prayyou, what this Sacrament is? ■ 
M Penance fignifieth three things. 
Firft it fignifieth a certaine vertue 
by which a man repenteth himfelfc 
ofhisfinnes, and the contrarie vice 
is called impenitcncc,to wit, when a 
man wil not repent,but wil perfeuef 
infinne. Secondly we cal penance 
thepaine & afrMion, whicha man 
taketh to fatisfie to God, for the euil 
he hath done , And fo we fay that 
one doth great penance, becaufehe 
| affliaeth himfelfe much , with fa- 
flings and other auftemic. Thirdly 
penance fignifieth a Sacrament* in- " 
flituted by Chrift to remit finnes of 
thofe , who after Baptifme haueloft 
the gracebf God, and doagairfe re- 
pent the fame, and defirctoreturne 
into hisfauour. 

IS Wherein doth this Sacrament 
[principally confift? 
|M In two things: in the confeffion 
of the dinner, and theabfolutionof 

O the 
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the PrieftFor that chrift hath made 
the Prieft judges of finne* commit- 
ted after Baptifme, an<f giuen them 
authoritie in his place, to remittc 
them, fo thefinner confeffe them, 
and bee otherwife difpokd as hee 
ou»ht tobe.Soin this confifteth the 
Sacrament , that like as the fmner 
confeflcth his finnes exteriorly, and 
the Prieft exteriorly pronounceth 
abfolution : fo God inwardly by 
meanes of thofe words of the Prieft, 
loofeth that foule from the band of 
finne, with which it was tyed,and 
rellored it to grace.,and deliuerethit 
from that it had defcrued , to haue 
been caft head-long into hell 
S What is necefsarie for the recei- 
uing of this Sacrament? 
M Three things arc neceflary ,Con< 
iririon , Confefsion , and Satisf* 
aionj VVhich arethrceparts of Pe 

S Whatmeancth Contrition* .;■ 
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M That the hard-hart of the finner 
becomefoft, and in a certaine man- 
ner , hreakeit felfe with forrowe, 
for that if hath offended God. But 
in particu!ar,Contrmon contayneth 
two things, & the one* fufficeth nor 
without the other.Firft,that the fin- 
ner be earneftlyforie for all his fins 
committed after Baptifme:& there- 
fore it is neceflarie to examine well, 
and to confider all his actions, and 
to be forrowfull , that he hath not 
done them according to the Jaw of 
God. Secondly that the finner haae 
firme purpofe to finne no more. 
S Whatmeaneth confefsion? 
M The finner muft not be content 
with only contrition,bu,t bemuft go 
to the feet of the Prieft,as Magdalen 
went mto the feete of Chrift, and 
cori^ftc his fins with truth, not ad- 
ding nor diminifliing , nor mixing 
any lyejwith fimplicitie, not excu- 
sing himfelf, nor layin g the fault on 
- - .<- * a others 
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others. , neither multiplying foper- 
fluous words , with integritie, vttc- 
ring them all,not leauing any thing 
for'ihamfaftneSiSr telling the num- 
ber of euery forte, and the circum- 
{hnces which* any way do agrauate 
the finne,fo far as he can remember. 
Finally with fliamefaftnefle and hu- 
militie, not recounting his finnes.as 
if he tolde an hiftorie , but telling 
them as thinges deferuing ihame, 
and vnworthie of a Chriftian , and 
humbly definng pardon. : 
S Whatmeanethfatisfa&ion? 
M That the (inner haue purpofe to 
doe penance , and therefore he rnuft 
willingly accept that punifhment 
whichhis ghoftly father ihal appoint 
him , and pcrforme it with lpeede, 
ronfidering that God doth Bra 
moft high fauour,in parddnift&him 
the eternall paine of hell,and is jcpn" 
tented with a temporal paine, much 

leflfe then his finnes haue deferucd 
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< S Tellmee now , what fruit this Sa- 
crament bringethC 

M We reapeVoure very great com- 
modities by this Sacrament . The 
firft is that which was faide euen 
now, that God doth pardon vs the 
finnes committed after Baptifme, 
and doth change the eternall paine 
-of heU,intoa temporall paine, to bee 
fufFered in this life,or in Purgatory. 
Thefecond ,that the good workes 
which wee had wrought,during the 
time we were in grace, and were loft 
by fin, are rcflored to vs by meanes 
of this Sacrament. The third is,that 
we bee loofed from the band of Ex- 
communication , ifperhaps we were 
tyed therewith. Foryoumuftknowe 
that Excommunication is a moft 
grieuous punifhment, which depri- 
tteth/YS of the prayers ofHolye 
church,of lawfully receiuing the fa- 
craments , likewife ef conuerfing 

with faithful pcep!e,& finally of ho- 
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ly buriall, and from this fo terrible a 
pumlhmet,wee are deliuered,by the 
Sacrament of penance,according to 
the authority , which the Confeflors 
haue of the Bifhoppe or of the Pope. 
Albeit this abfoluiion from Excom- 
munication may alfobe gcuen with- 
out the Sacrament , by the Prelate, 
though h<? BenoPrieft. The fourth 
and laft fruit is , that wee are made 
capable of the indulgences which 
thePopes do often geue. 
S. What is meant by indulgences? 
M Indulgence is a Liberty which 
God doth vfe by meanes of his Vi- 
cafT with his faithful, by pardoning 
their temporall paine, either allot 
fome part ,which thiy were to luffer 
for their fumes in this life, or in pur- 
g-atory. 

S. What is required for the gaining 
of Indulgence*? 

M. That a man bee in the grace of 
God,aud therefore he mufl confeffe 

himfclfc 
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bimfelf,if he be in fin:& that he ful- 
fil (6 much as the Pope appointeth, 
when he granteth the Indulgence. 
S. Howe often is itncccflary to re- 
ceaue the Sacrament of Penance?/ 
M. Holy Church commaundeth 
that euery one confeffe, at the leafty 
once in the yeere.But it is further ne- 
ceflarie to confefle euerie time that 
the partie will communicate, if hee 
bee in mortall finne. And likewife 
when he is in peril of death,or goeth 
about any thinge wherein is danger 
he may die. And befides thefe,it is 
verie well done to confefle often, to 
keepecleanea mans confidence , e- 
fpeciallyfor that hee that confeffeth 
feldom can hardly do it well. 
S. There remainethjlaftly, that Ide- 
maund of you what the workes bee, 
that are gratefull to God to fatiffie 
forfinnes. 

M, Al are reduced to three, to-wit, 
er, Fafting, and Alraes.

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For the firft vnaion is giuen ^Bap- 

tifme,the fecond in confirmative 

third in Pricflhood,thelaa in ficfc- 

nes:&itmayalfobecalledextrcnTC 

for that it is giueat the end of the -lite 

S What be the effete oFthis Sacra- 

M They are three. The firft is re- 
mifsionof fins, that rcmaine feme- 
times after theother Sacraments,to 
wit,thofe which the party didnot re 
membcror not know , and which, it 
he had knowen and remembred, he 
would willingly haue repented, and 
confeffedthem.The fecond is,fo co- 
fort theficke ,& to make him ftron- 
eer in Tpirite in that time, when hec 
Endeth himfelfeoppreffed withbo- 

dely infirmities , and with temptati- 
ons or the diuel. The third is , to re- 

ftore the health of the bodie , if that 
be expedient for the eternal faluati- 
en of the fame ficke perfon. And 
thefe three effcas are figmfyed by 

. the 
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theoyje, which is vfed in this Sa* 
crament , for that oyle refreflieth, 
ftrengthueth and healeth. 
S At what time ought this Sacra- 
ment to berecehied? 
M In this, many doe commit great 
error,whowiInottakethis Sacramee 
but when they are in departing this 
hferforthe true time to take it i£whe 
the phifitions iudgc the difeafeto be 
dangerous, for when humane reme- 
dies feem to be infufficient.the cele- 
ftialremediesarechiefly to befought 
for. Andfo fometimes it hapneth, 
that by the meanes of this holy oyle, 
the ficke party doth recouer health, 
therefore as this Sacrament ought 
not to bee demanded , when there 
is no danger to die : fo ought it not 
to be deferred fo Iong.tilf there bee 
no hope remaining. And this is the 
caufe-why holie oyle is not giuen 
to thofe that are put to death by 
juftice , becaufc fiich are neither 

ficke, 
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fake , norhaue hope of life. .

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M The Sacramentof Matrimonie. 
is the lawful! joyning of man and 
woman m holie wedlockc »: winch 
figmfyeth and reprefenteth the V- 
nion i of Chrift with his Church, by 
the Incarnation rand the vnion of 
Ood with the foule by grace. 

S WhatefTcfts worketh thisSacra- 
menti' 

M Firftit giuech grace to the huk 
band & the wife , to comport thc- 
felues wel, & to loue each other fpi- 
ntually,as Chrift loueth his Church, 
andas Godloueth a fairfiful & juft 
toule. Secondly,it conferreth mce, 
toknowand to defire to briSa vp 
Jeirxhildrcnin the feare of God. 
inirdly, it produceth a bonde be*, 
jwene the husband and the wife fo 
ttraight, that it is not pofsible to bee 
aiiioiued,hke as betweene Chrift & 
ms Church. And hereof it commeth

that the confentof both parties be 
free,not forced by any great feare;& 
that it be expreffed by wordes , or 
{erne equiualentfigne. Andiranie 
ohh«fe three things ft al be wanting 
the Mariage is not offeree. 
S Whether is it better to take the 
Sacrament of matrimonie or to kep« 
virginitief ^ 
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M TheApoflle S.Paul hath cleered 
this doubt, hauiiig written, that 
who ioyndth himfelfe in Manage 
doth wel,but he that doth not ioyne 
himfelf, butkeepeth virginitie doth 
better. And the reafonis, becaufc 
Manage is a thing humane, virgi- 
nitie is Angelical'Mariageis accor- 
ding to nature , Virgmitie is aboue 
nature . And not only virginitie but 
widowhoodalfo is better then man- 
age. Therefore whereas our Sauipur 
faidin aparable,that the good feedc 
yelded in one field thirtie fold fruit} 
inanotherthreefcore, in an other a 
hundred fold: the holie Doftors 
hauc declared , that the thirtie fold 
finite is of Matrimonie, thethree- 
fcora fold of widowhood,hundereth 
fold of virginitie.

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tue 1 maketh a good man,and caufcth 
him to doe that which is good, and 
that with facilirie , readwefie and 
perfeaion, Whereas hee that hath 
not vertue, though hee may fome- 
times do well ,yet he (hall not doe it 
without difficulty and iimperfeai>. 
on, whereof togiueyoufome exam- 
ple,vertue is like to arr,and praaife. 
For you fee one that hath art, to play 
on the Citerone or Lute , playeth 
both wel & withfaahtie,although 
he neuer look vpo the firings, where 
as an other that hath not the arr,or 
hath not praaife, may well touch 
the (tongs, and make them founds,

MY V Faith is the firfl of the 
Theological vertues, that is,of thofe 
vertues which haue immediat re- 
lation to GocLAnd the proper office 
of faith is, to illuminate and eleuare 
the vnderftanding,to beleue firme- 
ly all that God , by his Church , re- 
ueilethvntovs: although it bee o- 
therwife heard andaboue natural! 
reafon. 

S What is the caufe , that wee 
mull bcleeue matters of faith fo 
firmly? 

M The caufe is, for that faith doth 
relie vpon infallible veritie, forfo 
much as all that faith propofeth vn- 
to vs,is reueiled from God > & God 
is r eritie it felf . Wherefore it Vim * 
poffible that, which God fayetb/ 
flhould befalfe. And fo when faith 
propofcth anie thing vnto vs,which 
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appearethcontran e torcafon,asfor 

forthacHild^tisnccelTanetocon- 

fider thachunuine reafon is feeble, 
& mayeafelybedeceiued,butGod 
cannot be decerned nor deceiue vs. 
S What is neceHarie to be beleued, 
bv this vertue of faith? 
M It ii neceffarie to beleue di- 
fluiaiy,al the Articles of the < Cr*de, 
which before I haue declared. And 

r P ecially thofe Articles ,whereo 
Feafts are kept, euerieyearemhol 
Church: as the Incarnation rf ou 
Lord.theNatiuitie.thePaffion, h 

R c furreaion,the Atofion, h 
comminzof cheHolieGhoft, &th« 

muftbcreadietobeleeucalth 
foalbe declared vmo vs. by hoi 
Church. And finally inall out war 
bchauiour,toitoneandauoicl 
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of a Turke, or of the I ewes , the ea^ 
ting of fleih on daies forbidden as 
Heretikes do,and fuch like.Forthat 
it is neceflarie , to confefle the true 
faith,not only in hart & with mouth 
but alfo with exterior deeds, toihew 
our felues to diflike of all SecKs, that 
are contrary to holie Church. 
S WhatishopeC 

M Hope is the fecondTheological 
yertue,fo called, becaufe it alfo hath 
iroraediat relation to God. For as by 
faith we beleue in God , fo by hope, 
we truft or hope in God. 
S What is the office of Hope? 
M It is to eleuate our mind to hope 
foreternall felicitie. And becaufe, 
this is fo heigh a benefit, that it was 
not ■ pofli blc to reach thereto by hu* 



maineabilitie , therfore God *eueth 
|Vs this fupernaturall vertue, that by 
« we may tr U ft,to attaine to fo great 
Ja »ood. 

of°infidcUtic7as to came the hab « Whereupon is this hope groun- 
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ded,and whereupon doth it relic? 
M It is grounded,and doth relie v- 
poh the'infinite goodneffe &mer- 
cieof God , whereof wee hauemoft 
certaine fignes : feeing hee hath gi- 
iien vs his owne Sonne, and by his 
meanes adopted vs for his children, 
and promifed vs the inheritance of 
the kingdome ofHeauen , if we doe 
works coformable tathe dignity re- 
cciued , & hath alfo giuen vs grace 
&fufficient help, to dofuch works. 

, S What is Chantiei' 
M It is the third Theologicall ver- 
tue, bauing immediat relation to 
God: by this vertueour foule is ele- 
uated to loue-God aboue all things. 
Not only as Creator ■& Author of al 
our natural good, but alfo as the °i- 
of »race and of giorie, which are lu« 
pernaturall. 

S I would know.whether chantie be 
alfo extended vnto creatures? I 
MCharity is properly extended vn- 
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to all men , and to all things, which 
God hath made.But with this diffe- 
f euc r e > that Go <* *s to bee Joued for 
himlelfche being infinity good, & 
ins further extended , toalJother 
things, which are td be loued , tor. 
theloue of God. And in particular 

ourneighbour,ourparents 01 frends 
are not oncly to be vnderftood , but 
alfo cuerie man though he would be 
ourenemie, becaufe euerie manis 
the Image of God, and for the fame 
is to be Joued. 
S Is Charitie a great venue:' 

M It is the greateft of all others, ex- 
it is fo grea r, that whofoeuey hath it, 
can not Jofe hisfaluaticnifhefirft 
Jofe not charitie. And he that hath it 
| not, can by no meanes be faued, 
j though he had al the other vermes, 
I and gifts of God.

"hat is Prudence * 
It is the firfte of the 
P4 foure 
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foure Cardinal venues, which haue 
this name, becaufetheybepnnci- 
pal vermes , an4 as fountames or all 
the other moral and humainever- 
tues . For that Prudence gouerneth 
trie vnderftanding, Iuftice gouer- 
neth the wil. Fortitude gouerneth 
the irafcible power , And Tempe- 
rance gouerneth the appetite of 
concupifccncc . 

S What is the office of Prudence? 

M It is to mew the due end of eue- 

ri«aaion,& the conuenient meanes 

and all the circumftances.to wit,the 

time, the place, the manner,& fuch 

likejthat the worke may be wei done 

inallpoints&perfeaiy Andther- 

fore it iscallcd^emyftris of other 

vertues.and is as fait to meats , and 

as the funne in the world. 

S Which be the vices contraneto 

Prudence? ., 

M Vertue confifteth in the mid- 
deft,and hath alwayes two* contrane 

vices, 
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vices , which are in the exrreamcs. 
One vice contrarie to Prudence,is 

Imprudenc e,that is ,inconfideration 
and raflines: and it is in thofe , that 
do not confider what theyhaueto 
doj&fo either they looke not to the 
true end , ©r they vfe not the true 
meanes. The other vice is fubtiltie: 
or carnal pollicie: and it is in thofe 
that with great diligence think of 
the end,& of the meanes , but they 
direct al things to their priuat com- 
moditie , for the gaining of fome 
worldlie benefit. And therforc they 
endeuour fubtilly , to deceiue their 
neighbour , to bring to pafle their 
bufines to their owne purpofe . But- 
in the end it will appeare , that fuch 
are moft impudent , lofing the mpft 
foueraigne good, for the loue of 
things of no impotence. 
S VVhatis Iuftice , and what is the 
office therof? 

M Iuftice is a vcrtue,which geuet,h 

eue- 
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euery one that is his owmand lo the 
office thereof is tomake things roll, 
& to pat equalitie in humaine con-^ 
trafts : which is the foundation of 
quiemes & of peace. For if each one 
Would becotentwithhisown,&»ot 
couet that belogeth to an other,ther 
fliould neuer be war nor diftorde. 
S What bee the viees contranc to 

lufticef. . _ . " . ■' 

M They are two. One is Inroltice, 
that is , when one taketh thatwhicH 
belon^ethtoan other,orincotraa$ 

oiuetrTleffe then he ought, or taketh 
more then is due to him. The other 
is toomuch 7 uftice,that is, wheoiie 
is toorigorous , & wreafteth things 
by pretence of juftiee more leueerely 
thenreafonrequiretb. For in feme 
cafes, it is neceffarie, that coropafsi- 
on bee mixed with juftice . As it a 
poore maw,can not pay all he oweth 
prefentlv, without his great lofle or 
5araage>isa feafonablethingand 
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jufl,that he haue a litletime graun- 
ted him : and to denic him the fame 
is to great rigour. 

S What is Fortitude, and what is 
the office thereof? 

M It is a vertue which makcth vs 
ready toouercomal difficulties that 
would otherwifchmder vs fr3 doin »■ 
wel : & it reacheth euen to fuflferin* 
death,whe it is necefTary for the glo- 
rie of <>od ,or for performing our du- 
ty: & lo al holy martirs haue triuph- 
ed ouer their perfecutors , by this 
vertue:<Sc in like maner al valiat fol- 
diars, which in mft wars haue made 
fo greatproofe of their valour, haue 
become glorious by the fame vertue 
S what be vices corrary to fortitude? 
M They are <oward!ines,& audaci- 
ous temeritie. For cowardlmes ma- 
keth one to yeeld roo eafelyj Which 
cometh of the lacke of fortitude : & 
audatious temeritie,makethone put 
himfelfe in danger, when there is no 

necde, 
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need. Which (fo to tearroe it) is too 
much fortitude. And it deferueth no 
praife but blame,and therefore is no 
vertuebutavice. 

S What is Temperance , and what 
is the office thereof i 
M Temperance is a vertue that 
bridleth fenfuall delights,&4naketh 
a man to content himfelfe,with fuch 
plcafurcs , and in that meafure, as 
reafon alloweth. 

S What are the rices contrarie to 
Temperance? 

M They are Intemperance , and 
Infenfibility. Intemperance is, when 
one is too much giuen to delights, 
and therefore committeth exceflTes 
in eating , and fuch thmges as doe 
hurt both the foule and thebodie. 
Infenfibilitie is , when a man vfeth 
the other extreame , and fo flyeth all 
pleafufes,that he wil not eatc things 
neceflatie for his health, toauoyd 
that little dele&ation, which con- 

ue« 
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uenient meats doe naturally brin*. 
But the vice of inteperance is much 
more common amongft men , then 
the vice of infenfibilitie. And there- 
fore all holie men, by word and ex«p 
ample, haue exhorted vs to fafW, 
& to mortification of the flefo f

S \/\/ Hlc hbethefeueneifts 

J v of the Holie Ghofl? 
M They are thofe which the Pro- 
phet Ifaie hath taught vs , to wit, 
Wifdome, Vnderftanding , Coun- 
faile,Fortitude, Knowledge, Pietie, 
and the Feare of our Lord. 
S Whereto do thefe gifts help vs? 
M To attaine to the perfeftion of 
Chriftian life: For they are as the 
Jadder,by which wee clime vp,from 
the fta te of finne by diuers decrees, 
cuen to the highefl of fanftiti?. But 
you muft knowe , that the Prophet 
numbreth thefe fteppes comming 

downe-

The fift de- 
gree is Counfell , for when the diuell 
cannot preuaile by force, he turneth 
himfelf to decepts , and vnder pre- 
tence of good , prouoketh the jufl 
man to fall: yet God doth not aban- 
don him , but giueth him the gift of 
Counfell, byjvhichhepreuaileth a- 
gainft the deceipts of theenemyrthe 
Ext is the giftof Vnderftading , for 
whenamaiswelcxercifedin actiue 
life, and hath had ruany victories a- 
gainft the diuel, god doth draw him 
& exalt him to contemplatiue life, 
and with the gifte of vndcrftand- 
ing , maketh him to vnderftande 
and penitrate diuine Myfteries. The

£o t he is wife that knoweth tbefirft

woont to blafphemtv or vfeth gam- 
mmg.So that to blafpheme is a fin, 

6 to be a blafphemer is a vice .And 
fo we may fay of al the other finncs. 
S Is finne a^great euil? 

M It is the greateft cuil that can be 
found.Yea rather^tonlie is abfolutly 

euil, 
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ettill, 5t difpleafeth God more thca 
any thing etfe , which jppcareth by 
this., that God fpareth not to de* 
{hoy & loofe the moft noble tbin*t 
that hte hath , to punifh finne. If a 
Prince had a rcflell of fitaer , or of 
gold moft fayrc and moft precious; 
and finding in it fome fhncking li- 
quore, mould Be fo difpleafed there 
With, that he (hould brcake k & call 
it into the bottome of theSea , you 
would doubtles fay,that Prince had 
a wounderfull great hate againfte 
thatliquore. So God hath made two 
moft precious relTelc: oneof filuer, 
which is man , & one of gold which 
is an Angell. And for that heebath. 
found this ftincking liquore of fin, 
in the one and in the other , he hath 
broken them , and caft into the bot-

For you haue to 
kiiow, that when God made the full 
man , and the firit. woman, called 
Adam.and Euc,he gauethem feuen 
jjifts. Firfl jhe gaue them his grace, 
by which they were iufte, and the 
friends of God, clsftis adopted chiK 
cjrcn. Secondly., he gaue them great 

know- 
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fcnotwedge,how to doe well arid ta 
fliunne euill. Thirdly,he ^auetherh 
obedience ofthefle/h to thcfpirite, 
that it mould notbemooued to vn- 
lawful defires againft reajfoFourth- 
ly , hce gaue them promptnesand 
great facilkie to do well , and to flie 
euill, and but one moll eafie com- 
mandement to obferue.

M A&uall finne is that which wee 

.commit by our owne will , when wee

, ileale, to kill, tofweare falfely ,and 

r.fuch like things,contrarie to the law 

of God. And it is mortal finne, when 

it depriueth vs of the grace of God, 

which is the life of thefoule, & ma- 

kcth one worthie of eternal death in 

hell. It is veniall finne* when itdif- 

pleafcth God, but not fo much that 

it depriueth vs of his grace and me- 

liteth puniihment , but not eternal). 

S Howfliall I know, whether the 

fin b« mortal or venial j 1 

MTo know when & finne is mor* 

tall^you nmft obferue two rules, one 
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is, that the finne be cftntrarie to thft 
charitie or loue of God , or of our 
neighbour. The other, that it bee 
with foil confent of the will. For 
when either of thefe two things is 
'wanting, it is notmortall but veni- 
all. Anda finne is then faid to bee a- 
*gainft charitie, when it is againft 
the la we in a matter of weight , as 
when it is a fufficient ofience to 
breakefriendfhip :but when it is in 
a fmall matter , fuch as ordinarilie 
breaketh not friendfhip : It is not 
then againft charities but is faid,not 
to be according to charitie .And fo 
fuch as commonly breaketh friend- 
ship is againft the law, becaufe it is 
againft charitie, which is the end of 
the law,fucha$ commonly breaketh 
not frendjTiip,is not againft the law, 
but ndtacording to the lawjbecauft 
it is not againft charitie, but not ac- 
cording to,, charitie. Take an exaple 
toftealea greas ^antiae otjaiaaey, 




isamortalfmnc:becaateiusagainft 
thclawofGod, beinginamattctof 
weight , and in the Judgement of 
fliott men fufficicnt to brcake frend- 
Ihip , and fo is againff charitie:but 
jcp ftcale a farthing , or a pinne, or a 
Jike thing, is not a mortall finne,but 
a verual,becaufe it is in a fmall mat- 
ter: which alt hough it be not accor- 
" <dif»g tocharitie^ yct.it is nor agawft 
^haririe : becaufe it i$ not a thing 
that mreafoncanbreakefrepdfhip. 
In lijce, manner we may fay of being 
.voluntarie , For when a thing is. a- 
gainft the law, in a matter of weighr, 
.and fully , voluncarie,it is a mortall 
- finne: bufif«b^enqtriilly volunta- 
rje, as if one hauc a thought, or a 
fodaifte defire to ftcale , or to fciil,or 
to blafpheme, and prefemly percei- 
ueth his error > before he fully con- 
lent with his will, it is only a vcniall 
fin.Therefore a man mud ftand vp 
©n hu gard, and prcfeudy a$ he is a-

S 1 Defire now to know, which be 

lthe moft principall finnes , to 

the end I may flic them with more 

diligence, * 

M Some finnes are more principal, 
becaufe they are as fbuntaines or 
roots of others , and therefore called 
capttal,and thefe are feu en. Others 
ire more principall for that they arc 
more hard to be pardoned , and are 
called fins againft the Holie Ghoft, 
and they are fix. Finally there arc o- 
thers more principall r becaufe they 
are more manifeftly enormious^nd 
againfl all reafbn , and therfbreitis 
faid, that they crie for reuenge to 
Heauen ,atfd they are foure. 
S Which are the Capirall finnes? 
M They are tfoerey Pride, or (as 

R ©therj 
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othkscall itj) Vainglorie ,Gouetoufc 
fie$,Lecherie, Emiie,GIutonie, An- 

§er*rid Sloath. 
Wherefore are they called capi* 
tallf 

M They are not called capitall, be- 
canfe they are mortal: for many fins 
are mbrtall , afid are not capitall, as 
blafphemie and murder j and many 
capital, which arenot alwaies mortal 
as gluttorfy,anger& (loatkBut they 
are called capitall, becaufe they are 
heads of many others , which .pro- 
ceed from them, as branches from 
the roote, and riuers from the foun- 
taines. 

S What is Pride, what finnes doth 
it bring forth,and what is the reme- 
dieagainftit? 

M Pride is a finne,by which a man 
thinketh himfelf to be more then he 
is, and fopreferreth himfelfe aboue 
others , not willing to haue others a 
boaehimnorequall with him. The 

finnes 
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fitines which it produceth,are yainc 
glorie > and v^unting.Q^'hiin-:{e]|f A 
contending with others ,difcorde> 
difobedience,and the h%e. The re* 
thedie is to attende with all dill* 
genceto holiehumilitie , that is, to 
know that a man is nothing of him 
felfe & that al we haue,is the gift of 
God, and to thinke that others are 
*'. better then wee , and therefore to e- 
fieemeour felues lefTe then others, 
inmindetofubmit our felues to all, 
& outwardly to hpnor all others ac- 
cording to their degrees. It helpeth 
alfo to confider,that pride maketh a 
manlike rhediuel , and thatitplc£«. 
feth God highly ': whereupon it is 
written , that Qod refifieth prouck 
men, wdboweth himfelfe to hum* 
ble men; he confpundeth the proud 
and exaltcth the humble. 
.S WhatisCouetoufheffe, what arc 
the firioes which come of it, and the 
remedieagainftit? 




M GroetoufroiTe is a difbrdihate 
affection towards riches,and it cen- 
fi fteth in three things. Firfl in defi- 
ring the goods of others , not being 
contente with his owne. Second- 
ly in defiling more then is fufficient 
and not wilting to giue the fuper'- 
fluous to the poore,as we are bound. 
Thirdly , in louing thofe goods,wee 
haue too much, though they be our 
owne,and not fuperfluous. And this 
appeareth when a man is not found 
readie to loofe his goodes , in a cafe 
thatisneceuarie,for the honour of 
God. And therefore SaintcPAVt 
faith,that coiietoufnefle 5$ (in fome 
fort) Idolatrie,for that the couetous 
man preferreth his goods before 
God', feeing beeis contented rather 
to loofe God then his .goods. The 
finnes then which proceed of coue- 
toufhefTe aremanie, as Theft, Ro- 
l>rie,deceipts in buying and felling, 
cruckic towards the poore, & other 

lik? 
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like:the remedy is to exercifeourfelus 
in the venue of liberalise, confide- 
ring that in this life, wee are rrauel- 
lers and pilgrims: and that there- 
fore it is much better for vs, not to 
load our felues with goods, but to 
deuide them,with our fellow trauel- 
lers , who may carrie them vnto our 
countrey : and fo being in part dif- 
burdened,we may make our voyage 
more eafely. 

& What is Lecherie , what finnes 
doth it bring forth , and what is the 
remedieagainftite* 
M Leacherie is a difdrdinate affe- 
ftion towards cardiriall pleafures & 
delights. The finnes which proceed 
from it , arc Blindnes of minde, Te- 
meritie and Inconftancie, as alfo 
Adulterie, Fornication, difhoneft 
words , and all other vncleannefie. 
Theremedieis to be well exercifed 
in fafling,in prayer, & in flying euU 
copanyrbecaufe thefeare the means 

R 3 to 
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to keeps chaftitie : and aboue all for 
men not to truft thefehi^s , for dwir 
owrie verttte & holines|but to ftand 
aloofe from dangers ,and to keeps 
well their fenfes , confidering that 
the mod ftrongSampfonytheroofl 
hoiie Dauid.and the mbft wife Sato* 
mon, were decerned with this vice, 
and fel into great blindnes of mind, 
& chiefly Salom5,who wasbrought 
to adore al theldols of his coculnns 
S What is Enuie, what (inncsdoe 
come of it, & what remedie is there 
againftitf 

m Enuie is a finne, by which one is 
difpleafed at the good of an other; 
for that it feemeth to diminifh his 
©wne greatnes. Whereyou haue to 
confide* , that when the good of an 
other difpieafeth you , for that he is 
not worthy tohaucit,or becaufe hee 
vfetli it not well, it is no flnricLike- 
wife,, when you are difpleafed, that 
you alio haue not the good , which 

others 
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others haue,and chiefly vertue, de- 
uotion, and the like goodnes , this 
alfo is no <inne , but rather is a holie 
and commendable emulation. But 
when it difpieafeth you, that ano- 
ther hath fome goodneffe , becaufe 
it feemeth to you that it darkneth 
your glorie, and you would that 
he had it not, to the end he were not 
your equal or your better, it is the 
fin of Enuie. And it bringeth forth 
many fins, as peruerfe iudgemente, 
ioy of an other mans cuill , murmu- 
ring,and detrac*tion.For that the en- 
uiousfeeketh to diminifh the good 
name of his neighbour. And final- 
ly,fometimes it induceth to commit 
raurder :as Cam did, who for enuie 
killed his brother : and the lewes for 
enuie procured the death of our 
Lord.The remedie , is to be exerci- 
cifcd in brotherlie charitie , & often 
to thinke that Enuie hurteth more 
him that enuieth, then him that is 

en- 
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cnuied. For that the e nuipu $ affliV 
ftcth and fretteth himfclfe in ward- 
ly, and oftentimes. God doth exalt 
him that is enmed,by that means by 
which the enuious would haue aba- 
fed him. So wee fee tliatthedmel for 
cnuiecaufed man to lofe the terre- 
jftrial Paradife,&go*i by that occa- 
sion wrought , that thrift came into 
the world, & fo gaue vs theceleilial 
paradife : Thebrorhers of the patri- 
arch Iofeph, fold himfor cnuie, and 
God by that occafion brought to 
pa(Te,tnat Iofeph became lordof his 
orothers> Saul for enuie pwfecuted 
Dauid , & Opdcaufcd Saul tolofe 
thekingdqme <Sc gaiie it to Danid. 
S What i& Gluttonie , what Urines 
producer!) it, and whatis the reme- 
die againft it? 

M Gluttonie is a difprdinate appe- 
tite of eating & drinkingwhich c6- 
fifteth in taking more meate then is 
conuenient , in feeking too pretious 

raeates 
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meates,in defiring forbidden meats, 
as flefh on the Friday and Saturday, 
innat exfpefting the houre of ea- 
ting on faffing daies , and finally irs 
eating with too great defirc& ea- 
gerneffe. The finnes which come of 
gluttonie, are obfeuritie of vnder- 
ltanding, vaine mirtb,and babling, 
And often of Gluttonie, commcth 
Leacherie, with all thefinnes which 
proceed thereof. The remedie is to 
attende vnto temperance and abfti- 
nence, which helpe both the foule 
and the bodie. And in particular it 
is moll profitable to confider , that 
the delight of gluttony is very fhort 
and often leaueth behinde it long 
paines of the ftomacke ,of the heao\ 
and other like. , 

S What is anger , what finnes doth 
it bring, and what remedie is there 
agamltitf 

M Anger is a difordinate defireo^ 
reuenge. But yon rauft knowe that 

moderate 
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tnoderar&ordmate anger is good. 

Whereupon the Pfalme faith : pee 
ypuangrie-and finne not. And S. 
Bafil fotth, thatanser i§ l*e to a 

dogge* which is good when he ba»> 
keth'againft enemies, but more whs 
hehurteth friends. The diforderof 
anger eonfifteth in three thinges. 
JFirft,in defiretpbe reuenged oFhun 
that deferueth it not , and that hath 
notoffended vs. Secondly,™ defi- 
ling to reuenge by priuateauthon- 
tie.for that to punifli and to vie r<£ 
«en»e a«»ainft malefaftors , doth not 

belong to any,but to Superiors,* 
to thePrince,or Magiftirate, And for 

fo much as God is the Suprearne 
Prince,hefaith, thattohim reuenge 

principally belongeth. Thirdly ,m 
reuenoing f©r hatred, and net for 
zealeof juflce , and in exceeding m 
the maner , & in other circumftan- 
«es. The finnes which come of dil- 
©rdiaate anger, are contentions, in- 

junous 
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ihjourious words , furious behauior, 
©utragibus aftions ,as of mad-men? 
for immoderat anger is like to mad- 
nefTcTheremedieis to be exercifed 
irr the vermes of meekenefle, and of* 
patience , confidering the examples 
of holie men and of Ghrift himfelfe, 
who by fupporting and funding, 
haue triumphed more gloriouflie 
then world ly men do by erideuoring 
tobe reuenged of their enemies. 

5 What.is Sloath, what finnes pro-

M Sloath is called inGreeke Aei* 
<&«/& fignifyeth tedioumes, loath- 
fomna, ancl griefe to doe well. And 
it is a mortal finne,when one giueth 

6 taketh loathfomnes to do well,& 
isdiCpleafed for that he is bound to 
obferue the comandements of God, 
and to walke in the way of vertue.* 
The finnes which heproduceth, ara 
light efteeming the commaunde- 

ments 
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ments ■ t- eafclie yeelding him felfe 
to vices : defperation of vvel-domg: 
hatred and dulike of fuch as would 
draw orforce afinner to leauefinne 
and to takea good way. Therenre* 
dieis,neuer toberdle, to read good 
bookcs,toconfid.er the great reward 
whichGod prorriifeth to thofe that 
are diligent and obferuing his cem- 
fmndements , and the eternal! and 
mtollerable punishments, which is 
prouided for the negligent.

S T Would haue fome general 4o- 

leument to flic finne. 
M The wife man faith, Remember 
thou the lafl things, and thou wilt 
neuer finne . The lafl things are 
foure , Death, the Generall ludge- 
ment,Hell,and Heauen. 
S Wherfore are thefefoure things 

called thelaft? 

M Becaufe death is the end of life, 
and the lafl thingwhich is to hap- 
pen in this world. Finall iudgement 
is the laftofall the Judgments , that 
are to be geuen : and therfore there 
is no appealing from it. Hell is the 
lafl cuil , that melefa&ours are to 
baue, and they are to remaine ther- 
in for euer, without pofsibilitie euer 
to change. Heauen is thelaft good, 
which the good are to haue, & they 
are neuer to lofe it. 
SI would hanefome confederati- 
ons , to exercife tny felf in thefe laft 

things, 
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things, for thatrtmembrkigmy fdf 
often of them, I fhould neuerfinne, 
as the wife man faith whom you 
alleaged. 

M Concerning death , you may 
confide* thefefour points. Firft,that 
death is moft certaine,and none can 
efcape it.The (ccondjthat the hotire 
of death is vncertame , and manie 
die when they leaft thinke of it. The 
third , that in death all thedefign- 
memsof this life do end: and then 
the vanitie of the world appeareth, 
Tlie fourth, that at their death eue- 
rieone repenteth the cuill he hath 
done , and the omifsion -of good, 
which he might hau e done:& ther- 
fore it is *Vcat folie to do thatiWher- 
of we are fare torepent vs . Teach- 
ing Iugement, yoii may confider 
tbefe points V Firft, that the lodge- 
ment (hal be geuen of a moft im- 
portant matter,to witiof the chiefeft 
good, or the greatefteuit Secondly, 
■**\ . -it 
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itlhalbe geuen by the higheft Bid »e 
who knoweth all things, and whom 
none can refift.Thir<fly, it shall i>ee 
geuen in the prcfence of the whole 

world, where none can hide them-. 

felues.Fourthly, there wil be no hope 

tofliethe fentene, or the execution 
of Gods Iuffcce. Concerning Hell, 
confider that it is large, long , high 

and deepe. Large , for that it con-. 
teyneth all the panics that can bee 
imagined. Long,for that they are 
eternall. High , for that they are all 
moft bitter in the higheft decree.

Wherupon you are to 

conclude , that all thofe haue truly 

fcfttheir wittes , that for loueof the 

commodities of this life , or for
